A little Volume (ſays he) of the thirteenth 
Century, in a ſilken Cover, wrote with a ſmall Cha- 
ratter, contains Xenophon's Epheſiacs in five 
Books, They are Love-Adventures like Heliodo- 
rus's Xthiopics. The Work is not publiſhed. Of 
this Xenophon Suidas rakes notice. 


* It may ſeem ſtrange to ſome Readers, why $«idz ſhould 
mention this Work, as containing Ten Books, and Ment fan. 
con as only Five. Mr. Cech; imagines a Miſtake in the 
Impreſſion of Suidzs, and thinks it ought to be an E in- 
ſtead of an I, which is not improbable, Allow me to add 
another Conjecture, which is, that the Copies of this 
Work, in Suidas's Days might be differently divided, 
wiz. ſome into Ten Books, and others into Five, of which 
laſt this Florentine Manutcript is one. But as the Story, 
excepting ſome tew Chaſms, is {till entire, and the Number 
of dections of {mall Importance, 1 ſhall paſs it over 
without further Notice, 
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O preſume to apologize 
for this ſmall Piece 
would be impertinent, 
it having already re- 
S===2Ykn ceived the Approbation 
of the greateſt Wits, and the Sancti- 
on of the ableſt Judges, Surpas, in 
his Lexicon, mentions ſeveral XENo- 
PHONS, Who were all famous in the 
moit learned Age and Nation of the 
World, viz. XENOHON the Athenian, 
Author of the Cropœdia; XENOPHON 
the Cyprian, who wrote the Cyprian 
Hiſtory ; XExopnon the Antiochian, 
the Bab lonian Hiſtory;and XENOꝰHON 
the Fyheſian, the Ephefran Hiſtory. 
All theſe, except the firſt and laſt, 
have been torn from us by the Inju- 
ries of Lime, or the Ravages of bar- 
barous Nations; and no wonder, fince 
lo many hundreds of antient Authors 
famous 
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famous in Greece and Rome have ſha- 
red their fate, whoſe Names are ſtill 
rever'd, by the honourable mention 
made of them by their Cotempora- 
nes, tho' their Works are loſt: Yet ! 
am apt to believe ſome of them, like 
this Piece, might ſtill be brought to 
light, if publick and private Libra- 
ries were throughly ſearch'd for that 
Purpoſe. This was found in the Li- 
brary of Monte Caſſino in Florence, and 
is, undoubtedly, one of the greateſt 
Curioſities this Age has produced. 
ANGELUS POLITIANUsS admir'd it 
ſo much that he ſcrupled not to rank 
the Author with XENOHON the A- 
thentan; and SALVINIUS, one of the 
moſt learned Men in Italy, took the 
pains to tranſlate the whole Work in- 
toltalim. HENRY DAVENANT Eſq; 
{ent his Copy of the Florentine Manu- 
{cript to S22u07 ANTONIO Coch! 
who gave it a Latin Verſion, and 
rommunicated it to the publick. 1 
have now attempted it in Engl:/h, and 
hope the Preſent may not be unnac- 
ceptable. 1 ſhall not pretend to boaſt 
0! 
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of my Performance, tho had I not 
imagin'd my ſelf equal to the Task, 
| had not undertaken it. 1 may truly 
affirm, I have neither will.ngly mi- 
taken, nor willfully miſrepreſented 
myAuthor in any material Point; nor 
have I varied from him in any Cir- 
cumſtance farther than was neceflary 
for the Embelliſhment of the Story, 

and turning it into polite Enelz/h. 
All the Manners and Cuſtoms of 
Countries there delcrib'd ; and all the 
various Scenes of Action, thro' which 
the Adventurers paſſed, I have faith- 
fully copied. I mult not however o- 
mit acquainting my Readers, that J 
have given a different Turn to one 
Paſſage, towards the beginning ot 
the third Book, becaule it would not 
have ſounded well in an Eugliſh Ear; 
and whatever Toleration the ancient 
Greeks might plead, it is entirely re- 
pugnant to the Genius and Cuſtoms 
of our Country. Whoſoever under- 
ſtands the Original may eafily find out 
the Deviation, and to thoſe who do 
not, the Knowledge thereof is no ways 
material:

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reo DE, one of the moſt 
Y N powerful, and wealthy Citizens of 
Epheſu, had, by his Wife Tux- 
MisTO, of the ſame City, a Son 
nam'd AB8R0comas,loexceedingly 
beautiful, that neither Tonia, nor any other Coun- 


try could ever boaſt the like, His Charms en- 
creas'd with his Years ; and the Graceiulneſs of 
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his Perſon, and the Endowments of his Mind 
ſeem'd to vie with each other for Superiority : 
And tho' he made all parts of polite Learning his 
Study, and ſeveral Kinds of Muſick his Diver- 
ſion, yet did he not altogether neglect the manly 
Exerciſes of Riding, and Martial Diſcipline. By 
theſe Accompliſhments he endeared himſelf, not 
only to the Epheſians, but to all the Aſiaticks, who 
had great Hopes that he would, one Day, prove 
an eminent Citizen. They flatter d his blooming 
Youth with more than human Honours ; nay, 
ſome were not wanting to proſtrate themſelves 
before him, and pay him Adoration. Hence, 
he began to be proud of the Endowments of his 
M nd, but much more, withthe Advantages of his 
Perſon ; and to deſpiſe every Thing ſaid concer- 
ning him, as falling ſhort of his real Merit : No 
Object was deem'd worthy of his Sight, nor any 
Subject of Diſcourſe worthy his Attention; and 
if he chanc'd to hear of the Charms of any 
Youth, or Virgin, he would fall into immediate 
Laughter at the Ignorance of the Relater, as not 
knowing that all Perfections of Body and Mind 
center'd in him. Love, he look'd upon as no 
God, but altogether diſdain'd and rejected him; 
aſſerting that none could be captivated by a 
Diety, and enthrall d againſt his Will, If at any 


\T'unc, he chanc'd to caſt his Eyes upon a Temple 
: or 
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or Image of Love, he ſmil'd, and inſinuated that 
his own Beauty and Excellencies were ſuperior to 


any God of that Sort: And this was the Turn 


of his Mind for a long Time; for whereſoever 
he approach'd, he diſdain'd to contemplate, or 
even to beſtow one Glance on any Picture or Sta- 
tue whatſoever. But Loves, a Diety, ſtubborn, 


proud, and inexorable, laid Snares for him; and 
as he ſeem'd ſo hard to be ſubdu'd, therefore 


arm'd with the keeneſt of his Artillery, and the 
moſt exquiſite of his Poiſons, he approach'd to- 


Wards him. 


The yearly feſtival in Honour of Diana was 
held there, her Temple being ſcarce ſeven Fur- 


- longs diſtant from the City. The Virgins of that 


Place, in their richeſt Attire, aſſiſted at the Cele- 
bration thereof; as al ſo the young Men of the Age 
of ABROCOMAS, who was in his Sixteenth Year, 
and had the chief Place in that Solemnity. A 
mighty Concourſe of People, as well Strangers as 
Citizens, were preſent; and there the Virgins 
were wont to look out tor Spouſes, and the young 
Men for Wives. The Proceſſion mov'd regularly 


along, the holy Utenſils, Torches, Baikets and Per- 


fumes led the Van, and were follow'd by the Horſes, 
Hounds, and Hunting Accoutrements as well offen- 
five as defenſive. Each of the Virgin Train be- 
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hav'd as in Preſence of her Lover; They were 
led on by Anthia the Daughter of Megametes and 
Evippa, who far ſurpaſs'd the reſt in Beauty, and 
had now attain'd to the Age of Fourteen. The 
Elegance of her Dreſs added nothing to the 
Comelinels of her Perſon: Her Golden Hair was 
partly bound up in Treſſes, but the greateſt Part 
thercof hung looſe, and ſported in the Wind. 
Her piercing Eyes carried Mirth, as a Maid ; but 
darted Severity, as an Emblem of Chaſtity. Her 
Attire was a Purple Gown, hanging looſe from 
her Waſte to her Knees; the Skin of a Fawn 
girded it round, on which hung her Quiver and 
Arrows. She bore her hunting Arms, and Ja- 
velins, and her Hounds follow'd her. The Fphe- 
ſians beholding her in the Grove, have often a- 
dor'd her as their Goddeſs; and the Multitude 
viewing her, have cry'd out with Amazement ; 
ſo that there has been a ſtrange Confuſion of Voi- 
ces, one Part affirming her to be D1ana her ſelf, 
the other, one of her Companions ; but all agreed 
in offering up their Requeſts to her, in paying her 
Adoration, and pronouncing her Parents above 
Meaſure happy. Fair Anthia was in every one's 
Mouth, and among the Train of Virgins then 
paſſing by, none ſeem'd to mention any Name 
but hers. Yet ABrocomas no ſooner ap- 


 þ-cact'd, with his Retinue of young Men, a moſt 


agreeable 
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agreeable Sight! than her Idea ſlipt inſenſibly out 
of the Minds of cach of them, and all Eyes were 


fix d upon him. Aſtoniſh'd with the Sight! 
they ſuddenly cry'd out, O beauteous Axrro- 


comas! incomparable in thy Pertections! cx- 
preſs Image of a God! Nay, ſome of tliem pro- 
ceeded to add, How equal would be the Band 


between him and Anthia. Theſe were the firſt 
Symptoms of Love: But immediately after, a 
mutual Eſteem for each other, ſeiz d them botli; 
and from that Time, Ax ru is in Raptures at 
the Sight of ABROCOMAS, and ABRocomas at 
the Sight of Ax THIA; who, till that Inſtant, 


had been unacquainted with the ſoft and tender 
Paſſion. 


When the Proceſſion was over, all the Multi- 
tude enter'd the Temple to offer Sacrifice, and the 
Order of the Solemnity ceas'd. There was a 
promiſcuous Croud of old Men and Women, 
young Men and Virgins. There it was, where 
ANS THIA was charm'd with the Perſon of As ro- 
couas, and there ABRocomas was ſmitten 
with Love, and held his Eyes fix'd upon An- 
1HI1A; neither could he, nor indecd ſought he 
to avoid that tempting Object; for the God of 
Love had lain in Wait for him, and enſnar'd 
him. AN TIA was grievoully tortur d, having 

B 3 with 
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with greedy, and expanded Eyes received the 
Beauties of ABrRocomas into her Peart ; where- 
fore now rejecting the common Forms which re- 
ſtrain Virgins from declaring their Sentiments, 
ſhe ſpoke her Mind freely in her ABRocomas's 
Hearing ; and at the ſame Time expos'd her de- 
licate Limbs to his View, ſo far as the Cuſtom of 
the Country allow'd. He, giving his Eyes and 
his Deſires a full Looſe, immeaiately yielded 
himſelf a Captive to Love. The Sacrifice being 
ſin: ſl'd, they departed thence, full of Diſcortent, 
complaining of the Shortneſs of the Time. They 
{top again, and again, witiz an eager Deſire of 
beholuing each other, and often return, making 
numerous Excuſes for tlieir Delay. So ſoon as 
they came Home, they were ſenſible into what 
Miſeries they were fallen : The Hopes of another 
Interview ſeiz d them, Love was kindled, and the 
remaining Part of the Day was ſo much employ d 
in indulging that Paſſion, that when Night ap- 
proach'd, they were tormented with the greateſt 


Anxieties of Mind imag'nable ; neither of them 


being able to bear the extreme Violence thereof: 
ABRocomas ſeizing, and tearing his Apparel, 
cries out, © Wo is me! Wretch that Jam! what 
« Miſeries do I undergo ! Hitherto I have ſhew'd 
& my ſelf valiant, defy'd Love, and laugh'd at 
* the God; but now I am conquer d and enſlav'd, 

cc and 
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& and forc'd to own Subjettion to a Maid, Every 
« Mortal, now, excels me in Beauty, and I ſhall 


cc hencelorth make no Scruple to acknowledge 
e Loves Diety. O wretched, work Youth that 


«© Iam! But ſhall I not e? lull 1 not © n- 
ce tinue my Reſolutions? ithali not rw, Chu ms 
ce ſtili ſurpaſs thoic of the God of J ove 7 th.il 
« I now meanly and ſervilely ſtoop to the Au- 
ce ſtiſement of that God whom I for erly diſ- 
e dain d? *Tis true, the is divinely 144; but 
© what then? AN THA who Hines 10 bright in 


« ABROCOMAS“s Eyes is a Virgin: Away! let 


e no ſuch Thoughts enter my Heart, nor let 
* Love ever gain the upper Hand.” Whili: he 
was thus ſpeaking, the God attacks him afrein, 
with greatec Violence, draws him on, in ſpite of 
Reſiſtance, and tortures him, notwithſtanding 
all his Efforts to the contrary. He, no longer 
able to endure the Smart, proſtrating himſelf to 
the Ground, cry'd out, © O Love, thou art now 
© a Conqueror! let a huge Trophy be erected to 
“ Thee out of AzRocomas's Spoils! See here a 
« Slave, ſuppliant, undone, yet Thine ! flying 
* for Succour to Thee, the Soveraign of all Be- 
« ings! Diſdain me not! nor inflict too ſevere a 
© Penalty on my paſt Infolence ! Before I was 
<« ſenſible of thy Power, I bore my ſelf too haugh- 
* tily, but now, grant me my beloved Ax Tura, 
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ce and ſhew that thou art a God, who delighteſt 
ce more in ſhewing Mercy to the ſuppliant, than 
te in puniſhing the ſtubborn and inflexible.” 
Here he broke oi?, but the God {till retaining his 
Wrath, was reſolv'd to give him a bitter Chaſtiſe- 
ment for his former Contempt of his Diety. 


AN THA was alſo much diſturb'd in Mind, 
and being no longer able to endure her Torment, 
aroſe, and tho' the endeavour'd to concea! her 
Gries from all preſent, yet could ſhe not forbear 
b:caking forth into theſe Exclamations : “ Alas! 
c (lays the) into wliat ſtrange Miſeries am I fal- 
ce len! I am enilam'd with a Paſſion, inconſiſtent 
& with my Years, and involv'd in a new kind of 
C T-ouble, unbecoming a Virgin! ABxocomas's 
& Love diſtracts me; a beauteous Youth he is in- 
& deed, but too much addicted to Pride. Where 
cc will my Deſires end? Where will my Griets 
te terminate? He, whom I love, is fierce and 
& cr uel, I, a poor Maid, ſurrounded with Guards. 
&© Whom ſhall I chooſe for a Comforter? to whom 
& ſhall I communicate my Sorrows 2 When ſhall 
ce J, once more, itt ABROcoMASs ? Thus, 
both the Lovers paſs'd away the Night, in a 
continued Sorrow. They had each others Idea 
before their Eyes, and each other's Image poſ- 
ſeſs'd their Hearts. 

Aſſoon 
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Aſſoon as the Dawn appear'd, ABRocomas 


| haſten'd to his uſual Exerciſes, The Virgin, ac- 


cording to Cuſtom, attended the Worſhip of the 
Goddeſs, They were much fatigu'd, and diſpi- 
rited, with the Troubles of the preceding Night. 
Their Eyes appear'd dull and languid; their Co- 
lour was loſt, and they were every way much 
chang'd. It was now to no purpoſe for them to 
tarry in the Temple, to gaze on each other, be- 
cauſe, thro? an extraordinary Dread, neither of 


them durſt preſume to declare their real Senti- 


ments to the other. A; ROcOU 4s, in the mean 
time, figh'd and wept, and turn'd himſelf to 
his dear Ax THIA, who pitied his Sufferings, 
liſten'd to his Complaint, and ſympathiz'd with 
him in all his Sorrows, And when any Virgins 
or Women look'd upon Asrocomas, (for all 
beheld him with Admiration) ſhe could not for- 
bear ſhewing her Grief, fearing leſt ſhe ſhould 
appear leſs pleaſing in his Eyes. Each of the 
Lovers, unknown to the other, offer'd up their 
Vows to the Goddeſs. Azrocomas's Malady 
Encreas'd daily, inſomuch that he was no longer 
able to conceal it. His Body was ſo much diſ- 
figur'd, and his Mind ſo much depreſs'd, that 
Lycomepes and Tunis ro were in the utmoſt 
Trouble imaginable concerning their Son, as be- 


ng 
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ing altogether ignorant of what had happen'd 
to him, but ſomewhat ſuſpicious from the Alte- 
ration of his Countenance, MREOGAMEDES and 
Evi?pa were in no leſs Fears for their Daughter 
ANTuH1a, whom they ſaw daily waſting, with- 
out any apparent Cauſe of ſuch Decay. The 
Prieſts and Soothſayers are at length, brought, 
to the Virgin, to conſult about her Troubles, and 
adminiſter Relief. They, indeed, offer Sacrifi- 
ces, uſe numerous Libations, utcer certain bar- 
barous and uncooth Expreſſions, affirm they 
have appeaſed the Wra h of, I I now not what, 
Dicties ; and pronounce that her Malady pro- 
ceeded from the in ernal Gods. Many Sacrifices 
were alſo offer'd by LYCOMuED ES for ABRO CO.“ 
Mas, and many Prayers were made to the Gods, 
but neither of the Lovers were eaſed by theſe 
Means; on the contrary, their Pains were rather 
augmented, and both of them, labouring under 
ſuch a dreadful Diſtemper, were in daily Appre- 
henſions of Death; tho”, at the ſame time, they 


had not the Courage to unfold the Cauſe of 


their Sufferings to each other. But at length 
their Parents ſent to conſult the Gods, and to 


enquire into the Cauſe of their Diſcaſe, as well 
as its Remedy.

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The Temple of Apo01L0 at Colophon is not far 


diſtant from Epheſus, a ſhort Ferry of no more 
than eighty Furlongs in Breadth, ſeparating the 
two Cities. They, who were ſent thither by 
their Parents, intreating the God to deliver 
true Oracles, receiv'd, from him, an Anſwer 
common to both, in theſe Verſes. 


Tou d learn the Riſe, and End of all their Grief, 
Their Ils the ſame, demand the ſame Relief; 

A Scene of Woes, and weary Toils I ſee 

Fix'd on them both, by Fates ſevere Decree : 
Long ſhall they bear the Sea's inceſſant Rage, 

And long, on Shore, with num rous Deaths engage: 
Seiz'd by a Race, the Troublers of the Main, 
Long ſhall they groan beneath a ſervile Chain, 

One Bed, one Pile, one Tomb ſhall both contain : 
Mean while, free Gifts on Iſis Altar lay, 

Who will them, ſafe, to ſeven-mouth'd Nile convey; 
And when theſe threat ning Storms are overblown, 
Cloudleſs, and calm, ſhall their laſt Sun go down. 


Theſe Anſwers were no ſooner brought to 
Epheſus, than both their Parents were aſtoniſh'd, 
as not able to find out what Miſchiefs were fore- 
told concerning their Children, for they could 
not

not poſſibly conceive what a Diſeaſe, Toilet, 
Bonds, Tomb, River, and the Aſſiſtance they were 
to expect from a God, could mean. They there- 
fore concluded, aſter a long Conſultation, to do 
as much as in them lay, to mitigate the Severity 
of the Oracle, by ſpeedily joining their Children 
together in Marriage; as deeming, the God poin- 
ted out that State for them: And the Nuptials 
being conſummated, they determin'd, next, to 
ſend them, for ſome Time, to travel. Now, every 
Place throughout the City, was full of Feaſting, 
and Garlands; and the deſign'd Marriage was, 
every where, ſpoke of with Joy. They were 
pronounc'd happy by all; Azzxocomas, in that 
he was to be married to the fair AN THIA, and 
She, in being about to enjoy ſo ſweet a Spouſè as 
AzROCoMas. He, fully ailur'd of the Oracle's 
Anſwel, and the intended Nuptials, was never- 
theleſs fo overjoy'd at the Thoughts of gaining 
ANnTHia, that he was not at all diſturb'd at the 
Prophecy; as deeming his preſent Joy ſufficient 
to overballance all future Sorrows. AN THIA alſo 
was ſo glad that ARO cOMAS ſhould be hers, 
that the lighted all the Threats of Flight, and 
other Calamities ; becauſe ſhe look'd upon him, 
as he. ſale Comfort in all future Changes of For- 
tune, 


When 


en 
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When, therefore, the time of the Nuptials drew 
nigh, the Vigils were celebrated, and many Sacrifi 
ces offer d up to the Goddeſs. Theſe Rites finiſh'd, 
and the Night come, every Thing ſeem' d to 


delay the Wiſhes of the new married Pair. They 


conducted the Virgin into the Bridal- Chamber by 
Torch- light, ſinging an Epithalamium, pray ing 
for Happineſs, and entreating the Gueſts to fit 


+ down. The Bridal-Chamber was ſumptuouſly 


adorn'd : The Golden Bed, ſpread over with a 


Purple Covering, and form'd, over-head, like a 


Babylonian Tent, with Cloth of various Colours. 
Now enter d the ſporting Loves, whereoi ſome 
attended on VENUS, who was there repreſcnted. 
Others rode upon Sparrows, as upon Horſes : 
Some wove Garlands, others brovght Offerings 
of Flowers. In a different Part was Mas, not 
cloath'd in Armour, but adorn'd, as ready to fink 


- down in the ſoft Embraces of VENUS. A Gar- 


land ſurrounded his Temples, a Cloak covered 


His Shoulders, and Love holding a lighted Torch, 


conducted him. AN THIA was no ſooner intro- 
duc'd into this Tent, and preſented to ApRro- 
coMAS, than the Gueſts diſpers'd, and the Doors 
were clos'd. Then, the ſame Pallion ſeiz'd both 
the Lovers at once : Neither of them were able 
to ſpeak ; nor were either of them able to lock 
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each other in the Face. They lay, as it were, 
entranc'd in an Extacy of Joy : They were a- 
ſham'd, . fearful, breathleſs, and even immers'd 
in unwonted Raptures. Their Joints trembled, 
their Limbs ſhook, and their Spirits were in a 
violent Agitation. ABRocomas, aſſoon as he 
recover'd himſelf a little, embrac'd his weeping 
AnTHia, who pour'd forth Tears, as the Em- 
blems of her inward Wiſhes. And © O moſt de- 
c firable Night, cry'd he, how many Nights of 
& Grief have I undergone, before I could arrive 
cc at this? O my Maid, dearer to me than Light, 
cc and happier than any Virgin in all the Records 
tc of ancient Times. Thou haſt a Lover for 
cc whom the faireſt Maids would gladly live or 
cc die.” Having thus ſaid, he kiſs'd her, and re- 
ceiv'd her Tears, which were, to him, ſweeter than 
Nettar, and more efficacious towards the cure 
of his Malady, than all the power of Me- 
dicine. O my ABzorcomas, ſaid ſhe, inter- 
& rupting him, do I really ſeem ſo fair in your 
« Eyes? and can I be ſo pleaſing to you, who 


“ are ſo exquiſitely form'd in your own Perſon ? 


« O fearful, and regardleſs! how long will you 
& delay your Love, and how long ſhall that 
« continue to be the leaſt of your Cares; hence, 
cc *tis no Diſficulty to learn how much you ſym-

At theſe Words, ſhe incircled him with her 


Arms, and mov d his Locks to her Eyes. Their 


Garlands met together on their Brows, and their 
Lips joining in ſo:tKiſſes, convey 'd thence to their 


Souls, their moſt tender and paſſionate Thoughts, 
She beſtowing a thouſand Kiſſes upon his Eyes, 
4 O how often, cry'd out, have you tormented 


© me with unſurmountable Griefs! You firſt 
ce transfix'd my Soul with your keen Darts. You 
© who were once ſo full of Pride and Arrogance, 
© are now full of Love and Kindneſs. You well 
« deſerve my Endearments, for conveying my 
c Affections to Abrocomas's Heart. You I there- 
ce fore kiſs, and to You I now remove my Eyes, 
ce theſe Adorers of ABRQcomas. O may you 


e ever continue to receive ſuch Objects! may 


© you never henceforth, thew a Virgin of an 


4 elegant Form to my Lover; nor ſhall any o- 


« ther Man, from this time, ever ſeem beauti- 
« ful in my Sight. Behold thoſe Hearts you 
“ have enflam'd, thoſe receive, and preſerve with 


** the utmoſt Diligence.” Having thus ſaid, they 


join'd in a cloſe Embrace, and ceas'd Diſcourſe. 
Then 
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Then it was, they firſt taſted Love's pleafing 
Joys ; and during the Night, they ſtrove which 
ſhould outdoe each other in the amorous En- 
gagement. 


So ſoon as the Day appear'd, they aroſe with 
a more than ordinary Cheerfulneſs, the Gods ha- 
ving then granted them the full and long deſired 
Completion of their Wiſhes, Their whole Life 
was, then, one continued Feſtival, ſo charg'd 
with Mirth and Banquets, that the Oracle's Re- 
ſponſe was entirely buried in Oblivion, But the 
Fates had not chang'd their Decrees, neither 
were they forgot by that God who gave the 
Oracles; for, in a ſhort Time, as their Parents 
had before determined, they were ſent abroad, to 
ſee other Cities, and other Countries : For they 
imagin'd the Anſwer would be compleated, if 
they were, for ſome Time, abſent from Epheſus. 
All things were ſtraight prepar'd for their Depar- 
ture; choice Ships, and expert Sailors provided; 
great Variety of Sea- Stores put on Board; many 
rich and ditferent Kinds of Apparel allow'd 


them, with an ample Paſſport to ſecure them, 


They ſacrifis d to Diana for a proſperous Voy- 
age, and the Prayers and Tears of the whole 
Multitude attended their Departure, as tho* they 
had been their own Children. Their Ship was 

| bound 
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bound to egypt, and when the Hour of failing 
epproach'd, and the Veſſel was ready to launch 


Into the Deep, the Crowd of young Men and 


Maids, and all the great Multitude of the Citi- 
gens of Epheſus follow'd them, many of * * * 
with Torches and Perfumes. 
Tur uls ro, in the mean time, revolving in their 
Minds all the aforemention'd Accidents, the Ora- 
Ele, their Son, and his Travels, ſunk down to 
the Earth with Sorrow; but MzGamtpes and 
E vivpa being of a more courageous Diſpoſition, 
Waited the more earneſtly for the Accomplith- 
ment of the Prediction, 


LycoMEDEs and 


Now began the Sailors to bawl aloud, the An- 
chors were weigh'd, the Pilot took his Place, the 
Ship gain'd Way, and the promiſcuous Shouts, 
as well of thoſe on the Shore, as of theſe on 
Board, ſucceeded : Thoſe calling out, O! dear 
* Children, ſay, Shall your tender and indulgent 
Parents ever bchold you again?“ And Theſe, 
4 O Parents! Shall we ever again receive the 
& Happineſs of ſeeing you?“ Hence follow'd 


Tears, Wailings, Sighs, every one, on Shore, call- 
ing to thoſe on board, by Name, as it were to 
imprint their Ideas the firmer on their Memory. 
Mecaurpzs taking a Cup, pours out his Li- 
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bation, and offers up his Prayers ſo loud as to be 
heard to the Ship: © Farewell, my dear Chil. 
ce dren, crics he, and may you avoid the unhap. 
ce py Prediction; may the Epheſians again receive 
ce you ſaſe and ſound ; and may you, once more, 
cc taſte the Sweets of your native Soil. But, it 
« the Gods have otherwiſe decreed, know, we 
© ſhall not long ſurvive you. We ſuffer you to 

cc undertake an Expedition, dangerous indeed, 
ce hut neceſſary. A Flood of Tears reſtrain'd 
him from further ſpeaking, and all the Multitude 
return d into the City, exhorting him, by Turns, 
to be of good Courage. 


An ROcOMUAS and AnTHia comforted, and 
embrac'd each other, while a thouſind Thought: 
occar'd. They had Compaſſion on their Parents, 
a Deſire for their Country; they dreaded the 
Oracle's Anſwer ; they fear'd the Succeſs of the 
Voyage; bur their only Comtort was, they 
were both in one Veſſel. That Day, they fail d 
with a proſperous Gale, and reach'd Samos, an 
Iſland ſacred to Jux o. There, they Sacrifice, 
there they Sup, there they offer up their Prayers, 
and, as ſoon as Night approach'd, proſecute 
their Voyage. In the Second Days ſailing they 
had much Diſcourſe, Whether the Fates would 
always luffer them to live together? ARO Co- 
MAS 
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f Mas fetching a deep Sigh, and remembring his 


paſt Troubles, © O my Ax TH, fays he, dear- 


c er to me than Life, how happy ſhould I be 


cc would the Gods permit us to enjoy Health, and 
© preſerve us together, but if we are doom'd to 
cc ſuffer, why ſhould we be ſeparated ? Let us 
tc fwear ſolemnly to each other, Thou, my bet- 
© ter Part, to preſerve thy {elf for ever chaſte, 
* and never to reccive the Addreſſes of any Man, 
6c I, never to offer Love to any other Woman. 
Ax rufa no ſooner heard this, than ſhe wept 
bitterly, © O my Azrocomas, fſiys ſhe, why 
& ſhouldſt thou ſuffer ſuch Thoughts to harbour 
ec in thy Breaſt ? If I thould be torn from thee, 
ce canſt thou ſuppoſe I woull ever encourage the 
a Addreſſes of another, when I am not able to 
& live one Moment without thee? I call the 


& great Diana, my Country's Goddeſs, to wit- 
cc

neſs, and this Sea we are now pafſing over, as 
& alſo the God who excerciſes his Power over us 
& both, that were I depriv'd of Thce, for never 
* ſo ſinall a Space of Time, I ſhould neither en- 
& joy Light nor Liſe afterwards.” ARO Co- 
Mas took his Oath to the ſanie Purpoſe, and 
that Circumſtance of Time added no ſmall Ter- 
ror to their Oaths on both Sides. Their Ship, 


in the mean time, paſſed by Cs and Cnides, 
and came within Sight of Rhodes, a large and 
1 2 
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beautiful Iſlan l. There, the Sailors pretended a 
Neceſſity of caſting Anchor, as well to take in a 
Store of Water, as to refreſh the Paſſengers, 
who had already endured the Fatigues of a long 
Voyage. 


Their Ship is accordingly brought into Rhodes, 
the Mariners zo on Shore, ARO cOuAs alſo 
deſcends, handing down his beloved Ax TAI 
The Rhodians aſſemble together to gaze on their 
Beauty, and whoever beheld them could not keey 
Silence. Some cry'd out, That a God and God- 
dels were arrived, others offer'd them Adorati- 
on, and beg d they would be propitious to them. 
The Names of Ar ROcOuAS and ANnTHia foon 
reach'd the moſt diſtant Parts of the City; th: 
Citizens made publick Prayers to them, offer 
many Sacriſices, and proclaim'd the Day of thei: 
Arrival, a Feſtival. They, having view'd th: 
City, dedicate their Golden Armour to the Sus, 
hang them up in his Temple, and in Memory 
thereof, have this Epigram inſcrib'd upon them, 


Young AbRNOCOMAS and ANTHIA, here, 
Epheſian Citizens, their Strength retrieve, 
And to the Sun, great Ruler of the Tear, 
The e Golden Arms, à grateful Preſent leave. 
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Aſter the Dedication was ended, they tarried 
ſome few Days in the Iſland; but then, the Mar- 
riners preſſing for their Departure, and their Pro- 
viſions being put on Board, they unmoord, a 
great Multitude of the Rhodians following them. 
A pleaſing Gale, and a proſperous Fate attended 
them all that Day; and, the next Night, they 
reach'd the Sea, commonly call'd the Agi 
Sea: But, the Day following, the Wind cezling, 
they lay becalm d; hence happen'd a flow ſail- 
ing, a neglect of Duty in the Marriners, as allo 
Feaſting and Drunkennels. 


Then begun tlie Predictions of the Oracle to be 
fulfilled. A Woman in a Purple Habit, of a ter- 
rible Aſpect, and more than human Size, ſcem'd 
to ſtand upon Apzzocomas's Ship; the de- 
nounc'd Death to the Crew, and aflur'd kim, 
that, after moſt of the reſt were {wallow'd up by 
the Waves, or fallen by Fire, or Sword, He, with 
ANTI, ſhould eſcape: He was exceedingly 
troubled at this Viſion, but no ſooner recovered 
himſelf, than he prepar'd for the Event, which 
accordingly ha; pen'd. 


For a huge Rhodian Pyrate Galley, with three 
Panks of Oars, had choſen this Place for her 
Station. The Pyrates themſelves were Pl aniciars, 


and 
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and made a Shew as if their Galley had been loa- 
den with Merchandiſe, whereas, in reality, ſhe 
was full of ſtout and undaunted Sailors, They 
had receiv'd Intelligence, that the Ship, they lay 
in waite for, was freighted with Gold, and Silver, 
beſides Slaves, and other things of great Value. 
They reſolved, therefore, to fall upon them, by 
Surprize ; to ſlay all who reſiſted, and carry the 
others into Phenicia, to be diſpoſed of, among 
the reſt of the Cargoe, they looking upon them, 
as below their Rage: The Name of the Captain 
of thoſe Pyrates was CoxymBus, a young Man 
of a fierce Aſpect, piercing Eyes, and a Beard 
rough and deform'd. No ſooner had the Pyrate 
Crew taken theſe Reſolutions, than they came up 
with AzRocomas's Ship, and it being then near 
Mid-day, while all the Sailors lay wallowing iri 
Sloth and Debauchery, part of them drown'd in 
Sleep, and the reſt half- dead; CorramBus ap- 
proaches with his ſwift Galley, and when they 
came nigh enough, the ſavage Crew, compleatly 
arm'd, leapt into the Ship, with each his Sword 
in Hand. Then, ſome of the Marriners, in the 
utmoſt Conſternation, throw themſelves over- 
board, and periſh; others, running to their 
Arms, to defend themſelves, are ſuddenly lain, 
ABRocoxas and Ax TH preſs forward to mect 


CoxyMBus, and falling down before him, em- 
| brac'd 
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brac'd his Knees. © Our Treaſures, ſay they, 
cc take freely into thy Poſſeſſion, and our ſelves 
ce we yield to thee, to remain at thy Diſpoſal ; 
ce but we adjure thee, by this Sea, and by that 
© Right-hand of thine, to forbear to ſlay thoſe 
cc who voluntarily ſurrender themſelves into thy 
c Power. Carry us whitherſocver it ſhall pleats 
ce thee: Sell us as Slaves, only out of meer Com- 
© paſſion, grant that we may be both ſold to one 
«* Maſter.” Coxymsus liſt'ning to this Diſ- 
courſe, commands their Lives to be ſpared; and 
when his Crew had taken on board the moſt ya- 
Inable part of the Lading, with ABxocomas 
and ANnTH14a, and ſome few of the Slaves, they 
ſet Fire to the Ship, 1o that all the Marriners 
who efcap'd the Fury of the Sword, periſh'd in 
the Flames, it being thought neither caly nor 
late to bring them away. A miſerable Scene it 
was, to behold one part of the Ship's Company 
hurry d into Slavery, and the other, ſtill on 
board their flaming Veſſel, wringing their Hands, 
and bewailing their bitter Fate. They were 
heard to cry out, © Whither, O my Maſters, 
* will ye be carried ? What Land will now re- 
ce ceive you? What City will you inhabit : * 
And they who were going into Slavery anſwer'd, 
“ O thrice happy you, who are to ſuffer imme- 
** diate Death, rather than enter into Bondage, 
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« and experience the Chains of this Pyratical 
cc Crew.” In the mean wlvle AzrRocomas's 
Tutor, an old Man, of a venerable Aſpect, and 
worthy of Compaſſion, on account of his grey 
Hairs, not able to ſee ABRocomas hurried into 
Slavery, caſt himſelf headlong into the Sea, and 
ndeavour'd to gain the Pyrate Galley by ſwim- 
ming; crying out, at the ſame time, © O Ar- 
© ROCOMAS, my Son, Where doft thou leave 
thy hoary Tutor? Whither art thou going? 
C g thou flay me, a miſerable Wretch, with 
ce thy own Hands, and perform my Funeral 
« Rites, who am not able to live without thee.” 
Having thus ſaid, and deſpairing, at laſt, to gain 
the Ship, wherein Au ROcOMAS was, he yielded 
himſelf to the Mercy of the Waves, and was 
drovened. No Scene could be more dreadful to 
ABROcoMaAs than this, he oft ſtretch'd out his 
Hands to him, and intreated the Pyrates to re- 
ceive him on Board. Eut they flighted his Re- 
queſt, After three Days failing they arriv'd at 
Tyre, a City in Phenicia, where they dweit * * * 
they led their Priſoners not into the City, but to 
a neighbouring Houle of ApsyYaTus (who was 
Malter of the Pyrate Crew, and whoſe Subſtitute 
CorvMBus was) for the more convenient Divi- 
ſion 
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caſting a continual Eye on ABROcOMas, Was 
deſperately enamour'd wich him, and his Paſſion 
encreaſed daily. He was, however, ſenſible how 


- ditficult it would be to obtain his Defires, for he 


ſaw how deeply ABROcOMuAS was ſmitten with 
AN THIA, and what inward Tortures he endured 
for her Sake : Yet, therein, he ſeem'd to hazard 


His own Satety, and run hcadlong into imminent 


Danger. But when he arriv'd at Tyre, being no 
Jonger able to contain himſelf, he firſt endeavour'd 
to oblige AB ROcOMAs with Offices of Kindneſs, 
exhorted him to be of good Cheer, and us'd 
his utmoſt Endcavours that all thoſe thould ſeem 
Acts of meer Humanity, He aſterwards commu. 
nicated the ſecret of his Amour to Euxinus 
one of his Fellow-Py rates, and intreated his Aſc 
fiſtance, begging, at the ſame Time, his beſt Ad- 
vice, by what Means he might force the Youth 
to Compliance: EuxiNx us was overjoy'd to hear 
theſe News from Corymeus, for he had been a 
long time in Love with AN TIA, and for her 
Sake had ſuiler'd all the Torments imaginable : 
He alfo declar'd his Paſſion to Cokvusus, and 
withall added, That it was to no Purpoſe to hurry 
themſelves into unneceſſary Dangers, becauſe 
the moſt advent'rous did not always bear away 
the Prize they aim'd at. We may, ſaid he, re- 
queſt, and receive them as a Preſent from Ar- 
| D SYRT US, 
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$YRTUS. Thoſe Speeches eaſily perſwaded him, 
wherefore they agreed mutually to aſſiſt each 
other, that is, that Ex iN us ſhould endeavour 
to win ABRoOcoMaAs by ſoit Language, and Co- 
RYMBUS uſe the ſame Means to prevail with A x- 
THIA. They weigh'd all Things in their Minds, 
and had much Diſcourſe concerning every thing 
which could reaſonably happen in the Affair, 
now and then ſwearing to each other, to obſerve 
their Compact. They accordingly haſten'd the 
Matter forwards, and feigning ſome private At 
fairs with them, one of them draws AN Tra 
aſide, and the other ArrRocormas, who were 
both much mov'd, as ſuſpecting ſuch a Viſit 
could portend them no Good. However, Eu— 
x1NUs, on Cokxuzus's Account, accoſtcd 
ABROcOMAS in this Manner, “ I make no 
* Doubt, ſweet Youth, but your preſent Misfor- 
cc tune grieves you, and that you are exceeding- 
ce ly troubled, from a Freeman to become a 
<* Slave, and from a rich Man to be overwhelm'd 
« with Poverty. Weigh all theſe Things deli. 
ce berately, reſt contented with your preſent For. 
* tune, and reverence your preſent Maſter. 
* But know, that 'tis in your Power to regain 
ce your Liberty, and be reinſtated in Proſperity, 
* if you ſhow your ſelf obſequious to your Lord 
« Conrisus. He dearly loves you, and de- 
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« ſigns to make you Maſter of all his Houſe; 
« You will be obliged to undergo no Fardſhipe, 
« only conſent to his Will, and you win his 
« Heart for ever. Conſider where you are! 
C No Aſſiſtant nigh — an unknown Land 
&« your Lords Pyrates —— and no Poſſibility of 
c eſcaping Puniſhment if you reject his Promiſes. 
c What Advantage can you now reap from a 
& Wite, or Family ? or what Occaſion can your 
ec tender Years have for a Miſtreſs ? Ponder all 
ce theſe Things in your own Breaſt, but be care- 
ful to reſpect your preſent Lord, and obey his 
& Commands.” AB RNOCOMas, hearing this, was 
ſtruck dumb, at farſt, and knew not what An- 
ſwer to make: He groan'd, and pour'd forth a 
Flood of Tears, but at laſt, reflecting into whoſe 
Hands he was fallen, he cntreated Euxinus to 
grant him a little Time to conſider what Anſwer 
he ſhould return. Evuxixus accordingly left 
him,

Cokxvuus was no leſs buſied in declaring the 
Paſſion of Euxinus to ANTaia, and the pre- 
ſent Neceſlity the was in of obeying her Lord's 
Will. Hepromis'd largely. A lawful Marriage, 
abundance of Wealth, and an Affluence of all 
Things was to be her's, if the condeſcended. She 
return'd the ſame Anſwer to Conrmays, which 
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ABzRrocoMas had before given to Euxivus, 
requeſting a little time to deliberate. Euxixus 
and Cokxxus having met together, impatiently 
waited for each other's Speech, and little doubted 
but they would eaſily bring them to a Comply- 
ance with their Deſires.

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Thus were their Reſolutions fix d. But, in 


5 the mean while, Aps vRrus Captain of the Py- 
rates, impatiently expected the Return of Co- 


xv Mus, hoping he would come home full frauaht 
with precious Merchandiſe. He no ſooner caſt 
his Eyes upon ARO OAS and AN TUN, than 
he was ſurpriz'd with their Beauty; and imma- 
gining he ſhould make a ſufficient Booty of them, 
demanded them for his Share, giving up all the 
reſt of the Cargoe of Money, Wares, and Slaves, 


to Corvus, and his Crew. Euxinus and 


Corymeus unwillingly yielded Aprrocomas 
and AN THIA to ApsYRTUs, but being compell'd 
thereto, departed. ApsyrTus carried them 
both, with their two Servants Ltucon and 
Ruopa to Tyre. Their Entrance into that 
City was publick ; All admir'd their Beauty, ha- 
ving never bcheld the like before : The Barbari- 


an inhabitants thought them Gods, and deem'd 


AvsyrTusS a happy Man, who poſſeſs'd ſuch 
Slaves. He convey'd them to his own Houle, 
and committed them to the Care of a truſty Ser- 
vant, hoping that he ſhould be enriched by his 
Prize, if they could be fold for their real Worth, 


Thus ſtood Affairs with ArRocomas at that 
time; but, ſoon after, when ArsyRrTuUs was 


gone

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gone into Syria, on Account of Merchandile ; his 
Daughter MAN To, a fair Virgin (but far inte- 
rior to ARNO CO Mes in Beauty) being now come 
to Maturity, fell deſperately in Love with him. 
She was charm'd with the Gracefulneſs of his 
Mien, and could not reſtrain her Paſſion : What 
Courſe to take ſhe knew not, but deſpair'd of 
Sncceſs, To reveal the Matter to Him, all at 
once, ſhe durſt not, becauſe he had a Wife al- 
ready ; and, to declare it to any of her own 
Family, the deem'd improper, for fear of her 
Father's Diſpleaſure. So that ſhe was at a Lols, 
what Courſe to take, But, at laſt, no longer 
able to contain her ſelf, ſhe reſolved to de- 
clare the whole ſecret of her Love to Ruopa, 
ANTH1a's Servant, and Companion; whom ſhe 
hop'd to find her Aſſiſtant in the Affair. At a 
convenient time, therefore, the invites Ruopa 
Into an Inner-Chamber of her Father's Houſe, 
and, after having bound her by an Oath, ſhe 
intreats her not to interrupt her, but ſuffer her 
to proceed.

rits, © Reſt contented, my Ruopa, ſays ſhe, I 
© will manage this Affair my ſelf.” She forth- 


with goes to AzrRocomas, Whoſe only Com- 


fort conſiſted in loving his AN TH, and in be- 
ing belov'd by her: In talking to her, and in 
liſtning to her agreeable Diſcourſe.

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She no ſooner approach'd them, than ſhe 
cry'd out, What are we doing? How ſhall 
« we, Slaves, conſult for our Safety? Thy 
& Charms, O Azxocomas, have wounded one 
ce of our Miſtrefſes : Avsyarus's Daughter is 
« in Love with you: To reject her Suit may 
ce be dangerous. Reſolve therefore, what Mea- 
« ſures to take for thy own, and our Preſervati- 
«© on; that we fall not under the Laſh of her in- 
c yeterate Rage.” ArROcOMAs hearing this, 
was filPd with Anger, and fixing his Eyes on 
Lzucon, © Dareſt thou, ſays he, O wicked 
C Woman, more barbarous than the Phoenician: 
« declare this? How canſt thou preſume to 
* mention any other Name to me, in my Ax. 
« THIAS Preſence? U am a Slave, tis true, but 
* I know how to preſerve my Vows : My Body 
js in Bondage, but my Mind is at Liberty. 
« Max ro may threaten me, if ſhe pleaſes, with 
« Sword, or Fire, or all the Tortures which 
* can be inflicted on the Body of a Slave, but 
* the ſhall never perſwade me to relinquiſh my 
& dear AnTHia.” Ax THA hearing this, was 
ſtruck dumb with Afſtoniſhment ; but at laſi, 
with ſome Difficulty, recovering her ſelf, © Thy 
** Love, ſays ſhe, my Asrocomas, I hare 
< fully try d; and that J am dear in thy Eyes, 
*< I no ways doubt; but let me intreat Thee, 

© Lord 
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& Lord of my Heart, and Me, not to expoſe 
ce thy ſelf to Danger, nor incurr the Wrath of 
cc this barbarian Woman. Liſten to thy Mi- 
cc ſtreſs's Will, and comply with her Deſires : I 
« will ſlay my ſelf, that I may be far remov'd 
e from you: I only requeſt you to bury my 
* Body, to beſtow a ſoft Kiſs on my cold Lips, 
© and preſerve your Ax TH always in your 
% Memory.” Theſe Things hurried Azzxoco- 
las into more Perplexities, inſomuch that he 
was at a Loſs which Way to turn him. 


Thus did they continue their Diſcourſe, amidſt 
a thoufand Troubles. But Max ro, already 
grown impatient with Rropa's long Delay, 
writes ABROCOMAS a Letter to this purpoſc. 


P the beanteous ABROCOMAS, thy AMſireſs ſends 
Health, 

e Manro loves thee dearly, and is able to 

& endure the Violence of her Flames no longer,

« yours, who counſel you to this, ſhall ſhare 
ge your Fate.” He, reading the Contents there. 
of, was chiefly griev'd for what was threaten'd to 


AN THA. However, he preſerv'd the Letter, 
and return'd an Anſwer in theſe Words. 


© You may ſatisfy your Will, my Miſtreſs, 
© and uſe this Body of mine as the Body of 
& Slave. If you incline to kill me ſpeedily, I am 
te content. If to make me linger in Torments, 
© torment me how you pleaſe. I ſhall never en- 


_ © ter the Marriage Bed with you, nor will I ever 


© obey ſuch unlawful Commands.” MAN TO no 
ſooner received this Letter, than ſhe was ſeiz'd 
with a ſudden Fit of Rage, Envy, and Jealouſy, 
and being confounded with Grief and Fear, 
meditated Revenge againſt him who had thu: 


diſdain'd her. 


In the mean while, ApsyrrTvus returns from 
Syria, and brings along with him a Husband for 
his Daughter, whoſe Name was Mx RIS. Her 
Father no ſooner approach'd the Houſe, than 
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MN ro rack'd her Invention againſt Azroco- 
Mas, and going forth to meet him, with diſhe- 


vel'd Hair, and a tatter'd Garment, fell at his 


Feet, and cryd, © O my Father, pity a Daugh- 
© ter, who has been deeply injur d by one of 
cc your Slaves. That Youth Azxocomas has not 
cc only endeavour'd to rob me of my Honour, 
cc but to lay in wait for your Life. He pretends 
= that my Charms have captivated him. Do you 
cc cauſe him to ſuffer ſome Puniſhment ſuited to 
cc the heinouſneſs of the Offence. Or if you 
e have already decreed to marry your Daughter 
cc to a Slave, let me fuffer Death firſt.” Apsrxr- 
Tus not doubting the Truth of this, enquires no 
further into the Cauſe, but ſending for ARO c o- 
Mas, threatens him, “ Villanous, and wicked 
cc Wretch that thou art! Darſt thou offer Vio- 
& lence to thy Miſtreſs ? Darſt thou, a Slave, 
c preſume to attack the Chaſtity of a Virgin? 
4 Thou ſhalt not long reign in ſuch Wickedneſs. 
:< ſhall ſoon puniſh thy Wantonneſs, by making 
cc thee an Example to all the reſt of my Slaves.“ 
Having thus ſaid, and refuſing to liſten to a Re- 

' ply, he commanded his Slaves to tear off his 
Cloaths, to prepare Fire and Clubs, and forth. 
with to puniſh him. O miſerable Sight! The 
- Blows he receiv'd disfigur'd his whole Body; 
tender alaſs ! and unaccuſtom'd to ſuch ſervile 
Sufferings. 
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Sufferings. The Blood flow'd down in Abun- 
dance, and the Beauty of his Countenance va- 
niſh'd. Maſſy Chains were prepar'd, Fire was 
brought, and all manner of Tortures uſed, that 
ArsYRTUs might ſhow his Daughter's Spouſe 
what a chaſte Wife he was to enjoy. AN TRHI4, 
at laſt, falling down at the Knees of Apsyrrvus, 
intreated for A; ROcOM4AsS, but ſhe was anſwer'd, 
that he ought rather to be puniſh'd the more, for 
her Sake, becauſe having ſo fair a Wife, he had 
injur'd her by loving another Woman. He was 
then order'd to be put in Chains, and thrown in- 
to a Dungeon. 


Thus chain'd, and thus confin'd, he lay, when 
a grievous Deſpair ſeiz d him, occaſion'd by his 
long Abſence from Ax THIA. He ſought Death 
many Ways, but was not able to find it, becauſe 
of his numerous Guards. Apps YRrus, in the 
mean time, celebrates his Daughter's Nuptials, 
and many Days of Feaſting are kept on that Ac- 
count. Ax TH, overwhelm'd with Grief, when- 
ever ſhe could ſoften the hard Hearts of his 
Keepers, enter'd privately into the Priſon, where 
they bemoan'd their joint Misfortune. 


When the new married Pair made ready for 
their J* *rney into Syria, Abs TRrus beſtow'd | 
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Grany rich Gifts upon his Daughter, before he 
Sent her away. He gave her Babyloniſh Robes, 
Ind great Store of Gold and Silver ; he alſo 


preſented her with Ax TIA, Ruo pa, and LR u- 
con. When Ax THIA knew ſhe was to be car- 
ned into Syria, with Max ro, ſhe enter d the 
Dungeon ſo ſoon as ſhe could, and embracing 
ABzR0COMAS, « Alas! my Lord, ſays ſhe, 1 
& muſt be convey d into Syria, being already deli- 
ver'd as a Preſent into the Hands of my Rival 
& Maxnro. You will die miſerably in Confine- 
ment, without having ſo much as one Friend 
& to take care of your Body ; but, by both our 
& Geniz, I ſwear, that neither Life nor Death ſhall 
& divide our Affections. Having thus ſaid, ſhe 
kiſs' d and embrac'd him again, and catching 
hold of his Chains, fell at his Feet. She then 
went out of the Priſon, and he, with what 
Strength he had left, caſting himſelf on the 
Ground, laments and bewails his wretched For- 
tne. « © deareſt Father! cries he, O my 
Mother Tusuisro! Where is now that 
Happineſs I formerly enjoy'd at Epheſus 7 


Where is now that famous and excellent pair 
& AxTHia and ABROComas ſo renown'd for 
7 Beauty ? She, alaſs! is carried Captive into 
a foreign Land! My only Comfort is taken 
from me, and here ſhall I die miſerably, alone, 
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© and in Chains? Whilſt he was thus de- 
ploring his Caſe, Sleep ſeiz'd his Eyes, and he 
fell into a Dream. His Father Lycomepes, in 
a mourning Habit, ſeem'd to appear to him, 
having travers'd divers Lands and Seas to ap- 
proach the Place of his Confinement, He ſeem'd 
to ſtrike off his Shackles, , and ſet him at Liber- 
ty. He proceeded to dream that he was trans- 
form'd into a Horſe, and carried thro' many 
Countries in Search of a Mare, which, having 
found, he return'd to his Human Form again. 
Then awaking from Sleep, he aroſe, and from 
thence conceiv'd ſome Hopes of Liberty. 


Whilſt he continued in Cuſtody, AN THIA, 
with Lzucon and Ruyopa, were carried into 
Syria, along with MAN Tro and her Spouſe, and 
arriv'd at Antioch, the Country of Mxx1s, who 
bore an inward Hatred againſt them. Rno- 
Da and Lzeucon ſhe order'd to be convey'd on 
Shipboard, and carried to ſome diſtant Country, 
to be fold. AN THA ſhe intended to beſtow on 
a clowniſh Goat-herd, the moſt deſpicable of all 
her Slaves, imagining, by that Means, to be 
fully reveng'd on Azxocomas. Having there- 
fore ſent for the Goat-herd, whoſe Name was 
Lameon, Jhe delivers AN THA into his Hands, 
and commands him to receive her as his Wife, 
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and if ſhe re us'd to ſubmit; to uſe Violence. 
She was, forthwith, carried into the Field, to be 
married to the Goat-herd, but coming to the 
Place where his Flocks were feeding, ſhe bow'd 
down to his Knees, and intreated him to pitty, 
and ſpare her. She then declar'd to him who the 
was, her Relations, her E usband, and her Slavery. 
Lampon hearing theſe things, was mov'a with 
Compaſſion, and bid her be of good Comfort, 
promiſing by an Oath, that he would never at- 
tempt to violate her Chaſtity, 


Long time ſhe remain'd in the Fields, with 
the Goat-herd, bewailing the Abſence of 
her Lover. In the mean while, ApsyrrTus 
{carching the Dungeon, where Arkocomassz 
before his Puniſhment, lay confin'd, iell acciden- 
tally upon a Letter written to ABRocomMas by 
his Daughter MaxTo. He well knew the Hand, 
and, from thence, gather'd that the Youth was 
unjuſtly accuſed, He therefore commanded him 
inſtantly to be ſet at Liberty, and brought before 
him. He having already undergone a long Scene 
of Miſery, proſtrated himſelf at ApsYRTUs's 
Feet, who raiſing him up, © Be of good Cheer, 
* Youth, ſaid he, I unjuſtly condemn'd thee, 
© by too haſtily believing my Daughter's Accu- 
e ſation. But now, from a Slave, I nronounce 
e thee a Freeman; I appoint thee Ruler over my 

U « Houſhold, 
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4 Houſhold, and will give thee the Daughter of 
© any Citizen of this City to Wife, but be not 
©« too mindful of paſt Injuries, nor lay to my 


c Charge, what I involuntarily committed. 


c I return you all Thanks, my Lord, anſwer'd 
« ABROCOMAS, becauſe when you knew the 


© Truth, you rewarded my Continency. ” All 


the Family rejoic'd at his Deliverance, and re- 
turn'd their Acknowledgments to their Lord, on 
that Account. In the mean while, he was anxi- 
ous for his AN TH, and would often reflect up- 
on his preſent State, and ſay, © What have I to 
&« do with Liberty, or Riches, or Power in A p- 
ce S YRTVUS's Houſe ? Theſe ſuit not my Conditi- 
te on, ANTHIA ſhall not eſcape my Search, and 
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© \hether in Life or Death, I will be ſure to 


« find her out. 


Whilſt he preſided over ApsvRTVs's Affairs, 
he would often conſider within himſelf, where, 
and how he ſhould find her. As for LRU CON and 
Ru opa, they were ſold to a certain old Man, an 
Inhabitant of Xanthus, a City of Lycia, far diſtant 
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from the Sea. He having no Iſſue, entertain d 


them as his Children, fo that they were happy 
in all Reſpects, fave that they griev'd for their 


Abſence from ABRocomas and ANTHIa AxX- © 


uA had now paſs'd away ſome time with the 


Goat-herd, when Mx RIS, Husband to Maxro, 
coming 
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coming frequently into the Field, fell deſperate- 
ly in Love with her. At firſt, he endeavour'd to 
conceal his Paſſion, but at length diſclosꝰ'd it to 
the Goat-herd, making him many Promiſes if he 
did not betray him. He proteſted he would not, 
and offer'd him his A ſſiſtance in the Affair; but 
dreading Manro's Wrath, went ſtraight to her, 
and diſcover'd the whole Secret of her Husband 
Mzx1s's Amours. She, in a Rage, cry'd out, 
e Am not I the moſt unhappy Wretch alive, in 
* bringing this wicked Woman along with me! 
“ By her, I loſt my firſt lov'd Youth in Phænicia, 
© and by her I now run the Hazard of looſing 
c my Husband. But ſhe ſhall not long rejoice in 
« appearing beautiful to MRS, for ſhe ſhall 
ce now ſuffer a heavier Puniſhment, by my Means, 
ce than before at Tyre.” Having thus ſaid, ſhe 
reſtrain'd her Rage for a Time; but when her 
Husband went abroad, ſhe ſent for the Goat-herd, 
and gave him ſtrict Orders to convey AN TH14 
into ſome thick Wood, and ſlay her; promiſing 
him a great Reward for ſo black a Deed. He 
fearing his Miſtreſs's revengeful Temper, if he 
refus'd to obey her Commands, and yet moved 
with Compaſſion for the diſtreſſed Damſel, goes 
ſtrait to AN THIA, and tells her what was con- 
triv'd againſt her; She, hearing this, begun to 
bewail her wretched State, and to weep bitterly, 


* How inconvenient, ſays ſhe, and how valtly 
F 2 ce treacherous 
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ce treacherous has Beauty been to both of us! 
& ABRoOcoMas dies at Tyre, I, here. But | 
cc entreat thee, O Goat-herd, as hitherto thou 
& haſt ſhew'd ſome Regard towards me, when 
© thou haſt flain me, be careful to bury my Bo- 
cc dy in ſome neighbouring Field: Cloſe my Eyes 
ce with thy own Hands, and call again, and again 
* on the Name of ABRocomas. O ABROCOMAS 
ce how happy had | been had my Fate happen'd 
& in thy Preſence!” Theſe Words inclin'd the 
Goat-lierd to Pity : Ee conſider'd what an exe- 
crable Act he was about to commit, in putting 
to Death a Virgin ſo fair and innocent, and there- 
fore without any Deſign of executing ſo bloody 
a Charge, he addreſs'd himſelf to her in this 
manner. Know you not AN THIA, ſays he, 
ce that MAN TO, my Miſtreſs, has commanded 
© me to ſeize and ſlay you, but I fearing the 
© Gods, and com paſſionating your Beauty, wall 
ce only ſell you to tome diſtant Place, left if ever 
* ſhe come to the Knowledge of your being 
ce ſtill alive, I ſhould be doonꝭd to a ſeverer Sen- 
te tence my elf,” She fell down at his Feet, 
and with Tears cry'd out, O ye Gods, and 
* Thou Diana, my Country's Goddeſs, repay 
* this Kindnels to the Goat-herd. Then gave 
her Conſent to be ſold. He haſted with her di- 
rectly to a Sea-port, where meeting with ſome 
Cilician Merchants, he fold her, receiv'd the 
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Price, and return'd to his Farm. The Mer- 
chants carry her on board their Ship, and the 
next Evening, ſet fail for Cilicia, but meeting 
with contrary Winds, and Storms : And their 
Ship foundering in the Deep, they, with great 
Difficulty, reach'd the Shore on a Plank, carry- 
rying their fair Purchaſe along with them. Not 
far from that Shore was a thick Wood, into 
which they ſtray'd, and where they were, that 
very Night ſciz'd by the Robber HiPYOTHous. 


In the mean while, a Servant was diſpatch'd 
out of Syria, to ApsYRTUs, from his Daughter 
Maxro, with a Letter, to this Effect.“ You 
ce have choſen me a Husband in a ſtrange Coun- 
© try. AN THIA, whom you beſtow'd on me, 
« with other Slaves, for many ill Practices, I 
« commanded to ſcek a Habitation in the Coun- 
ce try, where my Husband, frequently ſeeing her, 
cc became cnamour'd with her, which, when I 


© could no longer bear, I ſent for my Goat-herd, 


ce and order'd him to ſell her to ſome Place in 
c g ria. So ſoon as ArRocomas underſtood 
this, he was unable to reſt, and therefore, un- 
known to AysyYRTUs, and all his Domeſticks, 
{et forth to ſearch for Ax THA. When he came 
into the Field, where ſhe lately reſided, he found 
Lampoon, the Goat-herd : Him, he carried to 
the Sea-ſhore, to hear if he knew any Thing of 

the 
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the Tyrian Virgin : The Goat-herd not only told 
him that her Name was AN THIA, but alſo aſ- 
fur'a him of their Marriage, and the religious 
Ob ſervation of his Oath on that Account. He 
Iikewile added the Story of Mz RIS“s Love to her, 
and Maxro's Orders againſt her Life, with her 
Voyage into Cilicia, and concluded that ſhe never 
cca3'U calling upon the Name of one Arroco- 
Ms. He told not the Goat-herd who he was, 
but the next Morning, as ſoon as Light appear'd, 
begun his March for Cilicia, in full Hopes of 
finding his dear Ax rA there. 


Hiypornous and his Crew ſpent the whole 
Night in revelling; and, the next Day, prepar'd 
to offer Sacrifice. All Things were now in readi- 
neſs. The Images of Mans, the Military En- 
ſigns, and Garlands: And their Sacrifices were to 
be perform d, as uſual. Whatever Victim was to 
be offer'd, whether Man or Beaſt, it was chain'd 
to a Tree, and pierc'd with Darts, by the Rob- 
bers, ſtanding at a Diſtance. To thoſe who ſtruck 
the Mark the firſt Caſt, the God was deem'd 
propitious, and thoſe who threw their Darts aſide 
made a ſecond Tryal. In this manner, was A N- 
iA doom'd a Victim: But when all Things 
were ready, and they were preparing to chain her 
to the Tree, a ruſhing Noiſe fill'd the Wood, 


and humane Voices were heard. A certain Man, 
namau 
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named PxzxriLavus, of the Glician Nobility, who 
was order d to overſee the Affairs of the Country, 
with a choice Band of valiant Soldiers, ſur— 
priz'd the Robbers, ſle the greateſt Part ol chem, 
and took all the reſt Priioners, except Hippo- 
THOUS himſelf, who eſcap'd in Armour. PE- 
RILAUS receiv'd AN TIA kindly, and, under- 
ſtanding what Sentence ſhe ſtood condemn d to 
ſaffer, he pitied her. But this Pity of his was 
the Source of much Sorrow to Her; for when 
he carried her, with the Robbers, taken at the 
lame time, to Tarſus, a City of Cilicia, he was 
charm'd with her, and ſoon acknowledg'd Him- 
ſelf ber Slave. At his Entrance into the City, 
he committed the Robbers to Priſon, but ſtrove, 
by all Means, to oblige Ax TA, by gentle De- 
portment. He had neither Wife nor Children, 
but great Store of Wealth, and he aſſured her 
that ſhe ſhould be to him a Miſtreſs, Wife, and 
Children. She withſtood him obſtinately, at 
firſt, but when he renew'd his Suit afterwards, 
with greater Earneſtneſs, finding little to object 
againſt him, and fearing, leſt if ſhe continued 
inflexible, he might proceed to Violence. She 
conſented to the propos'd Terms of Marriage, 
but begg'd for a ſmall Reſpite of Thirty Days, 
during which time ſhe might remain pure and 
untouch'd. PERILAUSs granted her Requeſt, 
ſwore to defer the Marriage, and accordingly 

promis'd 
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promis d that ſhe ſhould preſerve her ſelf chaſte 
till the propos'd Term was expir'd. 


While ſhe expected the Time of her Marriage 
with PRERIIAUs, ABROCOmas purſu'd his Jour- 
ney into Cilicia, and not far from the Robber's 
Cave (for he wander'd out of the right Path) 
he met Hiveornous, all in Armour. He, 
when he ſaw ABROcOMuAS, accoſted him cour- 
teouſly, and intreated him to accompany him in 
his Journey. © I ſe thee, ſays he, O Youth, 
cc whoever thou art, beautiful, and ſtout. The 
cc Path thou now takeſt, muſt ſurely lead thee out 
« of thy right Way. Let us, therefore, leaving 
c Cilicia, direct our March to Cappadocia, and 
ce thence to Pontus, for I have heard much of the 
« Happineſs of the Inhabitants of theſe Parts.“ 
ABRocomas had not yet acquainted him with 
the ſtory of his Search for Ax TH, but being 
in a great Strait, yielded to his Requeſt. They 
then bound themſelves by an Oath, to aſſiſt each 
other, for AB RO cO MAS was not without Hopes, 
that in ſome of his Travels, one where or other, 
he might find out his belov'd AN THA. Return- 


ing to the Cave, they ſpent the remaining Part of 


that Day in preparing themſelves, and their Hor- 
ſes, for the Journey, for that of Hieroryovs 
had been before ſecur'd in an obſcure Part of 
the Wood. 
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8. HE next Day, they travell'd thro? 
vith Cilicia, and directed their March

Ten Days Journey, they arriv'd at the City,

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and taking up their Inn, near the Gates, reſoly'd 
to tarry there ſome time, to refreſh themſelves 
from the Fatigues of Travel. While they were 
one Day, at Dinner, Hiyrornous begun to ſigh 
and weep, and ABROcOMAs enquiring the Rea- 
ſon, © TheRecital of my Woes, reply'd he, would 
tc be as tedious to you, as the Remembrance 
* them are dreadful to me.” Apnocomas 
again entreats him to declare them, and promiſes 
a Rehearſal of his. He begun from their Riſe, 
they being then free from Company, and con- 
tinued his Narration in the fame Order, as the 
Facts themſelves happen d. 


& My Birth, ſays he, I owe to Perinthus, a 
© City near the Confines of Thrace, and I am 
© one of her chief Citizens: You muſt have 
& heard how famous a City Perint hus is, and how 
* rich her Inhabitants. Whilſt a Youth, I was 
« {truck with the Charms of a fair Virgin there, 
© whoſe Name was HYPERAN THE. When firſt 
« I ſaw her lead up the Perinthian Maids in a 
* Dance, I lov'd her, nor could contain my ſelf 
longer than the Time when the Vigils of her 
ce Country's Feſtival were ſolemniz'd. *Twas 
ce then I approach'd her, and entreated her to be 
« favourable to me. She no ſooner heard my 
* Man, than ſhe inclin'd to Pity, and promis'd

& whatever ſhe might. Our firſt Loves begun 
& with Kiſſes, Embraces, and many Tears from 
& my Eyes. Afterwards, we could upon Oc- 
te cafion, retire from the World, and enjoy each 
© other's Converſc, without Sulpicion, by Rea- 
& ſon of our tender Years. Long had we in- 
ce dulg'd our ſelves with this Freedom, and long 
ce had we paſſionately lov'd cach other, when 
© ſome God envy'd our Happineſs. For from 
« Byzantium, which is not far diſtant from Pe- 
& rint hus, arriv'd a certain Man, named ARISTo- 
© MACHUS, one of the chief of the Place, fam'd 
ce for Wealth, and a haughty Carriage. He had 
ce ſcarce enter'd the City, but (as if by the Di- 
ec rection of ſome God) he fix'd his Eyes on 
© HYPERNAN TRE, then in my Company, and 
ce was inſtantly ſtruck with Surprize at her Beau- 
te ty, which indeed was moſt aſtoniſhing. He 
ce was deſpcratcly in Love, and unable to reſtrain 
© the Violence of his Paſſion, and therefore 
& declar'd himſelf firſt to the Virgin, but finding 
ce no Encouragement there, ſhe rejecting his 
& Suit, becauſe of her ſteady Affection to me, 
tc he perſivades her Father, a Man cruel and 
cc covetous, to commit her to his Care for her 
& Inſtruction, he pretending to teach her the 
* Rules of exact Behaviour. He no ſooner gain'd 
his Wiſhes, than he firſt ſhut her up at Pe- 
8 2 int haus, 


* 
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te rinthys, and afterwards convey'd her to Byz an: 
© tum. I followd; and leaving all my other 
cc Affairs, whenever Occaſion offer'd, I never 
ec fail'd to viſit her. But theſe Opportunities 
© rarely happening, our Kiſſes became leſs fre- 
ce quent, and our Converſe more difficult, for 
« we were ſtrictly watch'd, At laſt, able to en- 
« dure this no longer, I fix d my Reſolution, 
© went to Perinthus, diſpos'd of all my Effects 
te there, took the Money, and return'd to By- 
cc 2antinm, where (by HyysranTHE's Conſent) 
* with Sword in Hand I cnter'd the Houſe of 
e AxtsSTOMAcius, by Night, burning with 
« Wrath, and gave him his Death's Wound, as he 
cc lay encircled in her Arms. All Things being 
ce then huſh'd in Silence, I eſcap'd unperceiv'd, 
carrying my HyrxtRanTHE with me, and 
& reaching Perinthus that Night, we embark'd di- 
ce rectly on Board a Ship, which lay ready for us, 
© and every Body being ignorant of what had 
* happen'd, we deſign'd to paſs over into Aſia. 
The Beginning of our Voyage was pleaſant 
« enough, but after we had paſs'd by the Iſland 
* Lesbos, a violent Guſt of Wind attack'd us, 
* and over ſet our Ship. I, with my Hyp#- 
RANTHE, endeavour'd to reach the Shore by 
« Swimming, and whilſt I ſupported her, my 
te own Labour ſcem'd the leſs, but Night coming 
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te on, and my fair one's Strength and Spirits 
ce failing, ſhe periſh'd in the Waves. I, with 
ce ſome Difficulty, drew her Body on Shore, 
© and gave her Burial. I ſigh'd deeply, and 
& ſhed many Tears over her, and not having 
«© Time to erect a Monument, happen'd, by 
* Chance, to find a Stone, fit for the Purpoſe, 
© which I plac'd over her, and whereon I en- 
& gray'd this extempore Epigram, to the Me- 
c mory of her unhappy Fate. 


Foy ever ſacred be this Place 
To HYPERANTHEs Name, 
HippoTRHOUus 20 Tomb can raiſe, 
Thy Beauties to proclaim, 
My faireſt Flower, alas! is fled, 
By faithleſs Winds oppreſt, 
Remorſeleſs Waves roll d oer thy Head, 
And robb'd thy Mate of Reſt. 


cc From that Time, I reſolv'd not to return 

cc to Perinthus any more, and therefore directed 
* my Courſe into the greater Phrygia and Pam- 
ce philia, where, diſtreſs d by Want, and diſor- 
& der'd in Mind, I betook my ſelf to Robbing. 
& I ſerv'd, at firſt, as a Guard to the Party to 
& which I belonged, but having, afterwards, ga- 
& ther'd 
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cc ther d a Band of my own, in Glicia ; I became 
ce famops, till, at laſt, all my Companions were 
cc ſurpriz'd and ſlain, or taken, a little before 1 
© ſaw you. This is a brief Account of my Ad- 
« ventures : Now, my Friend, oblige me with 
cc yours, for you ſeem driven by ſome ſtrange 
& Neceſlity to travel.“ 


Azrocomas declar'd himſelf an Epheſian by 
Birth: He related his Love, his Marriage, the 
Prædiction of the Oracle, his Travels into foreign 
Parts, the Stories of the Pirates, ApsYRTUs, and 
Manro, as alſo his Impriſonment, his Flight, his 
Diſcourſe with the Goat-herd, and his Journey in- 
to Cilicia, Before he had made an End, Hip- 
POTHOUS burſt out into Tears, crying, © O my 
© parents! O Country! But above all, O my 
«& deareſt HYDERAN TUR] Shall J never behold 
c you again? Thou, O AzRocomas, may'ſt, 
cc at laſt, come to the Sight of lier whom thou 
cc loveſt, and, ſome time or other, recover her; 
© but I am doom'd never to behold my Hype- 
© RANTHE more.” Thus ſaying, he ſhew'd a 
Lock of her Hair, and wept over it; and when 


each of them had ſhed abundance of Tears, Hip- 


pornos turning to ABROcoMas, © Some- 


« thing, ſays he, eſcap'd my Memory, in the ; 
-© Relation of my Adventures, for I omitted 


&« telling 
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te telling you, that a little before my Compani- 
c ons were taken, a fair Maid of your Country, 
& and much about your Age, chanc'd to wander 
cc near the Cave, where we lay hid. I learn'd 
cc no more of her Story. However, we agreed 
ce to offer her up, as a Sacrifice, to Mars, and 
ce all Things were prepar'd for that Purpoſe, 
& when our Enemies approach d. I fled : What 
cc became of her afterwards, I know not: But 
© her Beauty, ABRocomas, Was ſurprizing, 
« her Habit plain, her Hair of a lovely Yellow, 
ce her Eyes bright and ſparkling.” While he 
continued his Diſcourſe, ArRocomas cry'd out, 
© O Hierornovs, thou haſt ſeen my AN THIA! 
© Whether is the fled 2 What Land contains 
& her? Let us begin a freſh Search, for ſhe 
& cannot be far from the Robber's Cave: By 
© HyvERaNTHE'S Soul, which you hold dear 
ce as your own, I beſeech you not to oppoſe me, 
cc but rather accompany me herein.” Hippo. 
rnous promis'd him his utmoſt Aſſiſtance, but 
withall aſſur'd him, that he muſt collect a freſh 
Band of Men for their Security in the Journey. 


While they were conſulting by what Means to 
return into Cilicia, Ax TH s Thirty Days were 
expir'd ; the Nuptial Sacrifices were therefore 
prepar'd, and brought out of the Field by Px- 


RILAUS, 
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64 
RILAUS, and great Numbers of the Citizens af. 
ſembled together to the Celebration of that So- 
lemnity. At the very Time when ſhe was 


brought to Tarſus, having been recover'd out of 
the Hands of the Robbers, a certain old Man of 


Epheſus, Eu poxus by Name, (who had eſcap'd | 


Shipwreck in a Voyage to egypt) arriv'd there. 
He, applying himſelf to the chief Citizens of 
Tarſus, requeſted a Supply of Money or Cloaths, 
and related the Story of his Misfortunes. He 
came to PRRILAus, and told him, that he was a 
Citizen of Epheſus, and a Phyſician. PRRILAus 
brought him to AnThia, imagining the would 
be overjoy'd at the Sight of one of her Country- 
men. She entertain'd him courteouſly, and ask'd 


him if he knew any thing of any of her Relati. | 


ons there: He reply'd, he had been long abſent 


from thence, and, conſequently, was a Stranger | 


to them. She was, nevertheleſs, glad to ſee 
him, and inform'd her ſelf carefully of whatever 
he ſtood in Need, whereby he obtain'd all the 
Neceſſaries of Life: Yet he never ceas'd intreat- 
ing her to ſend him to Epheſus, becauſe there 
were his Wife and Children. As ſoon as all 
Things were prepar'd for PERILAus's Marriage, 


the Supper was {ſplendidly ſery'd up, and the 


Bride array'd in her Nuptial Attire : Yet ſhe had 
no Reſpite from Tears, but pour'd them forth 
in 
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in continual Streams Night and Day. Her 
ABROCOMAS was always preſent before her Eyes, 
and many Things relating to him, as their Loves, 
their Oath, their Country, their Pareats, their 
Neceſſities, their Nuptials, occur'd at once to her 
Memory : Wherefore, chooſing an Opportunity 
of retiring, ſhe tore her Hair, and cry 'd out, 
CO AN TH, altogether unfortunate ! and mi- 
c ſerable ! What a Return of Love ſhall I make 
ce to my AprRocomas? Be, to preſerve the 
& Fidelity of a Spouſe to me, endured Chains 
ce and Tortures, and perhaps is dead: And ſhall 
© J, a Wretch, unmindiul of his Sufterings for 
« my Sake, preſume to marry ? Will any ſing 
« my H;meneal Song? Shall I aſcend PRRILAUSS 
© Bed? O my Arrocomas's Soul, dearer to 
« me than all Earthly Things, ſuſfer not thy ſelf 
« to be afflicted for my Sake: I ſhall never wil- 
&© Iingly offend thee. I will come to Thee, and 
ce preſerve the Faith of a Wife inviolable, even 
© unto Death.” Having thus ſaid, e drew Eu- 
poxus, the Fpheſian Phyſician, aſide, into a re- 
mote Chamber ; and there, bowing to his Knees, 
beg'd him not to diſcloſe to any Mortal the Se- 
cret ſhe was about to impart to him, and with. 
all adjur'd him by Diana, his Country's God- 
deſs, to aſſiſt her with what Things ſocver ſhe 
ſtood in Need. 
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Eupoxus rais'd her up, amidſt a Flood of 
Tears, and bid her be of good Courage, promi- 
fing by an Oath, that all ſhould be done to her 
Wiſh. She then told him the Story of AB Ro- 
comas's Love, the Oaths ſhe had taken to him, 
and the Vow to preſerve her Chaſtity : And now, 
ce adviſe me, | beſeech you, {ſays ſhe, if it be 
cc poſſible for me, whilſt living, to enjoy my 
« ArRocomas, alive; or if I can by any means 
© eſcape hence unperceiv'd: Yet, were I ſure of 
* of his Death, I would neither attempt to make 
« my Eſcape, nor interrupt this Day's Nupt ia 
c Rites ; neither yet would I break through the 
« Promiſes I formerly made him, nor diſannul 
ce my Oath. Be thou therefore my Aſſiſtant in 
ce this Cafe, and ſeek me out ſome ſubtle Poiſon, 
© to let me quickly free from all my Miſeries. 
* The Gods ſhall reward thee liberally for this 
* Bounty ; I will invoke them, on thy Account, 
before my Death; I will alfo procure thce 

Money, and a Paſport, whereby, before any 
de hear the News, thou may'ſt take Shipping 
e for Epheſus, where, when thou arriveſt, en- 
** quire for my Parents, MR OAMEDES and Evrp— 
*© Pa, tell them the Story of my Death, as alſo 


* 


of my Adventures, and let them know that 


* ABROCOMAS is alſo dead. Having thus 
faid, ſhe fell down at his Feet, and intreated him 
; not 
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not to deny her Requeſt, and at the ſame Time, 
drawing out Twenty Pounds weight of Silver, 
and ſome rich Jewels (for ſhe had Plenty of all 
Things, PRRILAUs's Treaſures being in her Pol- 
ſeſſion) ſhe gave them to Eupoxus. A Thou- 
ſand Thoughts now occurr'd to his Mind : He 
pity'd her Misfortunes, but, longing carneſtly to 
return to Epheſus, and charm'd with the Sight of 
the Jewels, and the Money, conſented that 
the Poiſon ſhould be brought her. In the mean 
while, the was drown'd in Tears: She lamented 
her tender Age, and her untimely Fate, and often 
call'd upon Azrocomas, as tho' he had been 
preſent. Eupoxus tarried not long beſore he 
return'd with the Dole. It was no deadly Poi— 
fon, but a ſleeping Potion; from whence the could 
receive no Harm: And e having procur'd 
his Paſſport, haſted to depart. ANTI fa, when 
ſhe had recciv'd it, return'd him hearty Thanks, 
and diſmiſs'd him; who immediately going on 
board a Ship, ſet ſail. She, for her Part, now 
confider'd only of a fit Time to drink the 
Draught. 


It was now Night, and the Nuptial Bed pre- 
par'd, when they, to whom that Care was com- 
mitted, went to bring in Ax THA. She enter'd 
the Place, unwilling, and in Tears, and kept the

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Poiſon conceal'd in her Hand. While the Gueſt: 
ſung the Hymencal Song, The ſigh'd and wept, 
« J was, ſays ſhe to her ſelf, firſt of all, led to 
* my ABRocomas; Love's Torch then light- 
« ed the Way, and Hymenezs conducted me to a 
© happy Marriage: But what is to be done 
« now? Shall I ofter an Injury to ABRocomas, 
e a loving Spouſe, who dy'd for my Sake? No, 
© am not lo faint-hearted, nor fo territy'd at 
<« the Sight of Death: The Fates have fo order'd 
« it, I will drink the Poiſon; Arrocomas 
&© ſhall be my Husband, I will enjoy him even in 
ce Death.” Having thus ſaid, ſhe was led into 
the Bridal Chamber, where the remain'd a while 
alone, PExiLavs, with his Friends, tarrying be- 
hind, She then, pretending that Sorrow had 
made her thirſty, order'd ſome of the Servants to 
bring her a little Water to drink, and taking the 
Cup, thus brought, when none perceiv'd, ſhe caſt 
the Poiſon therem. Then, with a Torrent of 
Tears, ſhe cries out, © O my Azrocomass 
& Shade, Lo! now I perform my Promiſe to 
ce Thee; and now I ſet forward on my Journey. 


6 This is, indeed, an unhappy Work, but a ne- 


cc ceſſary one: Receive me joyfully, and grant 
that henceforth I may live a happy Life with 
** Thee,” Having thus ſaid, ſhe drunk up the 
Draught, which ſoon exerting its Force, Sleep 
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ſeiz d her, and ſhe ſunk down on a ſudden. PE- 
RILAUS entering the Chamber, no ſooner ſaw 
AnTH1a lying all along, than he cry'd out in 
the utmoſt Conſternation. All the Houſe was 
then in Confuſion, attended with Grief, Lamen- 
tation, Fear, and Amazement. Some, when 
they perceiv'd her lay dead, pity'd her, others 
were concern'd for Pzrxitaus's Loſs ; but all 
bewail'd the dreadful Accident. PRRIIAus 
throwing himſelt upon the Body, with his Gar- 
ments rent, call'd out, O AN TH, dear to 
c me! Thou haſt left thy Lover before Marri- 
ce age; few Days haſt Thou been PERIIAus's 
« Love. Into what Chamber, alaſs, ſhall we 
ce now convey Thee! Into thy Tomb? Eappy, 
cc whoever he is, muſt that Azrocomas be: 
«© Kappy above mcaſure muſt he be, who has re- 
ce ceiv'd ſuch Gifts from Thee. ” Thus did he 
pour forth his Complaints, and embracing her 
Body, and kiſſing her Hands and Feet, ſaid, O 
ce unhappy Bride, and more unhappy Wife!“ 
He afterwards adorn'd her with coſtly Orna- 
ments, cloath'd her in rich Attire, and plac'd 
much Gold by her; and being no longer able to 
bear the Sight, as ſoon as the Dawn appear'd, 
he plac'd her on a Couch, where ſhe lay void of 
Senſe and Motion. She was thence convey'd 
out of the City, to the Sepulchre, and there de- 
poſited 
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poſited in a narrow Vault, he cauſing many Sa- 
crifices to be offer'd, and many Garments, and 
other Things of Value, to be burnt at her Fu- 


ncral. 


Her Obſcequies being perform'd by his Dome- 
ſticks, he return'd into the City, AN THA was 
left in the Sepulchre ; and when ſhe came to her 
{elf, and perceiv'd that the Draught was not 
mortal, ſhe ſigh'd, and wept, and cry'd, © O 
cc deccitful Draught, which haſt deny'd me the 
« pleaſing Conveyance to my Ar Ros] Am 
& I thus impos'd on? All Things are vain ! even 
« the Deſire of dying. But, as I am enclos'd 
& in this Cell, Hunger will ſoon finiſh what Poi- 
© fon fail'd to perform. None, ſure, will di- 
ce ſturb me in this Retreat, nor will I ever be- 
ce hold the Sun, or enter into Light again. 
Having thus ſaid, ſhe ſtoutly and conſtantly ex- 
pected Death. In the mean time, ſome Thieves 
hearing that a certain Woman was magnificently 
interr'd, and that great Store of rich Attire, 
and much Gold and Silver had been there depo- 
ſited, came by Night, and breaking open the 
Sepulchre, enter and ſeize upon the Spoil. They 
finding AnTH1a alive, and imagining to make a 
good Booty of her, raiſe her up, and endeavour 
to take Her away: She proſtrating her ſelf at 

their 
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their Feet, entreats them, © O Men, ſays ſhe, 
* whoever you are, all this coſtly Apparel, all 
© theſe Treaſures, here depoſited, take, and 
© bear away, but ſpare my Body: I am ſacred 
* to Two Deities, to Death, and to Love; ſuffer 
** me to ſpend my Time in their Service: By 
« your own Country Gods, I adjure you, let 
c me not behold the Light, who have already 
ce ſuffer'd ſuch Miſeries, as ought, for ever, to lie 
c conceal'd in Night and Darkneſs.” Thus ſhe 
continned her Requeſt, but in vain, for the 
Thieves drew her out of the Tomb, convey'd 
her to the Sea- ſhore, and hurried her on board a 
Veſſel ready to fail to Alexandria. They who 
were with her in the Ship, endeavour'd to com- 
fort her, and bid her take Courage, but ſhe, re- 
flecting into what freſh Miſeries ſhe was fallen, 


ſad and dejefted, cry'd out, © What, more 


«© Thieves, and another Sca ? Am I again ta- 
«© ken? But this is ſtill more unfortunate, be- 
ce cauſe my ABRocomas is abſent. What Land 
« will now receive me 2 What Nations ſhall [ 
te now behold ?. O that I may no more fall in- 
« to the Hands of Mzx1s, nor of Maxro, 
©« nor of PRIIAUs; that I may no more be 
ce carried into Cilicia; but grant, ye Gods, that 


&« I may, at leaſt, be allow'd to ſee the Tomb of 


« my ArROcONSs.“ Thus did the frequently 
| bewail 
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bewail her Fate ; and when ſhe had long refus'd 
all manner of Suſtenance, the Thieves, at laſt, 
compell'd her to receive it by Force. 


After a tedious Voyage, they arriv'd at Alex- 
andria, where they immediately reſolv'd to bring 
forth AN THIA, and offer her to Sale to fome 
Merchants. Pzritaus, when he heard that the 
Tomb was broke open, and the Body carried 


away, was ſeiz'd with inconſolable Grief. As 


for ABROcOMUAS, he made ftridt Enquiry, if 


any one could tell him Tidings of a ftrange | ; 


Maid, who had been taken by Thieves; and 


when he deſpair'd of ſucceeding, weary with the 


Search, he retir'd into their Inn. Hippo- 


THOUs's Crew had provided a Supper for them- | 
ſelves, and they feaſted plentifully, but ARO 


coMas, overcharg'd with Grief, threw himſelf 
upon the Bed, and wept, and refus'd to eat. 
But while HippoTHoOUus, and his Companions, 
were drinking, a certain old Woman, named 
Coryſion, there preſent, begun a Diſcourſe to this 
Parpole : “ Liſten, O ye Gueſts, to the Story 
© of an Accident which lately happen'd in this 
© City. PERNILAus, one of our chief Citizens, 
ce and Captain of thoſe who preſerve the Peace 
ce of Alicia, marching forth in queſt of Thieves, 


« took ſome, whom he brought in here, and 
ce with 
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© with them, a moſt beautiful Virgin: Her, he 
ce perſwaded to marry him. The Naptials were 
c ſolemniz d; but when ſhe cnter'd the Bridal 
© Chamber, whether ſome Frenzy ſeiz d her, 
ce or a deſperate Paſſion for ſome other, is un- 
ce known ; but ſhe ſwallow'd a poiſonous Draught, 
«© and dy'd. Thus the manner of her Dcath is 
« related.” HPO TH¹aoos hearing this, © This 
ec 1s the Maid, ſays he, which Azrocomas 
ce ſeeks after: ABrocowas, indeed, heard the 
Story, but being quite worn out With exceſſive 
Grief, had not regarded it; but, at laſt, ſtart- 
ing up at Hip rOrHOUSs Words, cry'd out, 
«© Now, alaſs! my AN THA 1s certainly dead: 


Her Tomb may be, perhaps, hereabouts, and 


© her Body preſerv'd.“ He then deſir'd the 
old Woman, CHrYstox, to direct them to the 


Tomb, and ſhew them the Body.“ This, ſays 
© ſhe, ſighing, was the greateſt Misſortune of 
© the unhappy Maid, for Peritaus interr'd 


c her ſumptuouſly, and adorn'd her ſplendidly, 
| © but when ſome Thieves had Intelligence, what 


a ce Store of Treaſures was buried with her, they 


broke open the Tomb, carried away the Prize, 
c and hid the Body; but PERILAUs is now 
© making the utmoſt ſtrict Search imaginable for 


e them.” ApRocomas no ſooner underſtood 
this, than he rent his Cloaths, and wept abun- 


I dantly, 
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dantly, crying out, © Bravely and virtuouſly haſt 
ce thou dy'd, my AnTH1a, but 'tis unhappy to 
ce he abuled afterwards : What impious Robber 
ec rages with ſuch exceſſive Luſt, as to covet thee 
ce after Death, and even to take away thy dead 
© Body? And how wretched am I, to be de- 
ce priv'd of thee, the only Comfort I was capa- 
ce ble of receiving? Now am I refolv'd on 
& Death, but will tarry yet a while, *till 1 can 
cc find thy Body, claſp it in theſe Arms, and 
© have it interr'd in the fame Grave with mine.” 
Having thus ſaid, and his Tears ſtill flowing, 
HieeoTHous exhorted him to take Comfort 
after which, they retir'd to Reſt : But Crowds 
of uncaſy Thoughts rack'd AB ROCOuAS“s Breaſt: 


His Mind was perplex d about his AN THA, her 


Death, the Tomb, and the loſt Body; and being 
able to reſtrain himſelf no longer, he goes out 
privately, as if about ſome particular Affairs, 
and (while HieeoTrwous, and his Aſſociates, 
lay over-charg'd with Wine) leaving them all, 
haſts to the Sea- ſhore, where finding a Veſſel 
bound for Alexandria, he enters immediately on 
board, hoping that the Thieves, who had carried 
all away, might be ſeiz d in AÆgypt. 


Urg'd on with theſe unhappy Hopes, he em- 
bark'd for Alexandria: The next Morning Hr. 
POTHOUs, 
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»OTHOUS, and his Crew, were enrag'd at the 
Loſs of him, and having tarried a few Days 
there, to refreſh themſelves, refolv'd to paſs into 
Syria and Phenicia, and plunder the Country 
The Robbers who ſeiz'd AnTthia, ſold her to 
ſome Merchants of Alexandria tor a great Price. 
They fed her delicately, and attended her care- 
fully, hoping thereby to diſpole of her to their 
better Advantage. A certain Perſon, then ar- 
riv'd there from India, who came partly with 
a Deſire to view the City, and partly for 
the ſake of Merchandiſe ; He was one of the 
Princes of that Country, and his Name was 
PSammMis. When he faw AN rTHIA in the Mer- 
chant's Poſſeſſion, Love ſeiz'd him, wherefore 
giving them their Price, he receiv'd the Maid. 
No ſooner had he bought her, than he offer'd 
Violence to her, and endeavour'd to farce her to 
his Will : She withſtood him, at firſt, by Deni- 
als, but finding theſe ineffectual, the proceeded 
to tell him, that her Father, at her Birth, had 
dedicated her to Is1s, "till her Marriage, (for 
the Barbarians are naturally prone to Superſtiti- 
on) and that a full Year of that Time was yet 
unexpir'd; © If therefore, ſays ſhe, you force a 
« Virgin ſacred to Is1s, She will be enrag'd at 
* the Offence, and your Puniſhment will be 
« dreadful.” PS AUNS believ'd her, and adoring 
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the Goddeſs, deſiſted from all Attempts againſt 
her for the future. 


Whilſt ſhe remain'd in the Cuſtody of PSA u- 
M1S, as facred to Is1s, the Veſſel, wherein 
ABRocoMmas had embark'd, fail'd in her Courſe 


to Alexandria, and fell into one of the Mouths of 


the Nile, call'd Parætion; on the Coaſt of Phani- 
cia. There, the Crew venturing on Shore, were 
met by ſome Shepherds of the Country, who, 


after they had plunder'd them, bound them, and | © 
convey'd them, by long Journeys, thco' the Pe- 


ſerts, to Peluſizm, a City of «Ag ypt ; where they 
ſold them. An old Soldier, nam'd Akraxus, 
purchas'd AB ROSO MAS, whoſe Wife Cyno was 
hideous to behold, impudent in Diſcourſe, and 
abandon'd to all manner of Intemperance. Scarce 
was ABRocomas brought within her Doors, but 
the was all on Fire, and impatient of Delay; be- 
ing hurried on with an impetuous Deſire of en- 
joy ing her Wiſhes, Axaxvus lov'd ABRO Co- 
Mas, and adopted him for his Son. CyNo re- 
veal'd her wicked Inclinations to him, and in- 
treated him to comply with her, promiſing him, 
that he ſhould be her Spouſe, for ſlie would 
murder Akraxus. This was a dreadful Shock 
to Apnocomas, and many of his old Trou— 
bles then enter'd a-freſh into his Mind :

She 
y recollecting her ſelf, as ſoon as the Dawn 
85 appear d, haſted into a publick Place of the 
8 City, where, among a Multitude of Citi- 
d zens, ſhe bewaild the Loſs of her Spouſe, 
ce and aſſerted, that he was ſlain by a Slave, 
it whom he had lately purchas'd: And thus 
. ſay ing, ſhe wept bitterly, that ſo the Rab. 
„ ble might the more readily believe her. 
. AnRocomas was hereupon ſeiz'd, chain'd, 
wy and ſent to the Præfect of eAgypt: He was 
n. il accordingly convey'd to Alexandria, to ſuſ- 
m, fer for his ſuppoſed Crime, of murdering his 
* Maſter ARAxus. 
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Book IV. 
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IPPOTHOUS, and his Com- 
pany, march'd from Tarſus, into 
Syria; tpoiling all the Country they 
paſs'd through, burning Villages, 
and flaying the Inhabitants. In 
this Progreſs, they came to Laodicca, but there, 
they behav'd not as Robbers, but as Strangers de- 
ſirous to view the City. He made ftridt Enquiry 
for ABrocomas wherever he came, but finding 
his Endeavours ineffectual, directed his Journey 
into Phenicia, and thence to eg ypt, where they 
defign'd 
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defign'd to proſecute their former Trade. Ha- 
ving, therefore gather'd a ſtout Company toge- 
ther, they travel to Peluſium, and ſailing thence 
up the Nile, arrive at Hermupolis and Schedia, 
and entering the Trench cut by Menzraus (for 
they left Alexandria) paſs by Memphis, a City 
ſacred to Is1s, and thence to Mendes, where 
they encreas'd their Crew, and choſe themſelves 
Guides out of the Inhabitants. Departing thence, 
they touch at Leontopolis, and paſſing by many 
obſcure Villages, arrive at Coptus, a City on the 
Confines of AÆAthiopia. There, they reſolve to 
exerciſe their Robberies, for the Roads there- 
abouts were always crowded with Merchants, 
travelling to AÆAthiopia, and India. Theſe Rob- 
bers, being Five Hundred in Number, ſecur'd 
the Paſſes over the eAthiopian Mountains, poſted 
themſelves in the moſt advantageous Places, and 
determin'd to plunder all who paſs'd by. 


AB ROcOMuAS was brought before the Prefect? 
of Agypt, whom the Inhabitants of Peluſium had 
before certify'd, by Letters, of the Death of 
ARaxuUs, and that ſuch a daring Villany was 
committed by a Slave. The Governor relying 
upon the Credit of theſe Letters, without further 
Enquiry into the Merits of the Cauſe, com- 
manded him to be Crucify'd. Being now ſtruck 

dumb. 
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dumb with ſuch a Load of Miſeries, his only 
remaining Comfort was, that he deem'd his A x- 
THIA already dead. Thoſe who receiv'd the Or- 
ders, drew him to the Banks of Nile, and per- 
ceiving a Place where a craggy Rock projetted 
over the River, they there erected the Croſs, and 
faſten'd him thereto with Cords by binding his 
Hands and Feet, as is the Cuſtom of Crucifixion 
in that Country. They then departed, thinking 
they had ſufficiently ſecur'd him. He beholding 
the Sun, and the River Nile, ſtraight cries out, 
*© O God, who præſideſt over AÆgypt, fam'd for 
&« Bet ficence to Mankind, and by whom the 
« Earth and Sea firſt appear'd; If I have com- 
«© mitted any unjuſt Action, let me die here in 
*« Miſery, and may my Pains, if poſſible, be 
* augmented : But if a wicked Woman has falſly 
© accus'd me, let not the Waters ot Nile be pol- 
c luted by a Body wronglully put to Death; nor 
© be thou Witneſs of this Scene: Let not a Man, 
« guilty of no Crime, periſh in thy Territories.” 
1 hus he continued his Prayer, and the God pi- 
ty'd him, for, by a ſudden Blaſt of Wind, ruſh- 
ing upon the Place, not only the Croſs, but the 
rocky Foundation where it ſtood, was caſt vio- 
lently into the River. ABROcomas, falling thus 
into the Nile, was born down with the Stream, 
the Water neither injuring him, nor the Cords 

where- 
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wherewith he was bound hindring his Courlſc, 
nor the Beaſts offering to devour him: And thus 
he floated down the River, thro'one of its Mouths, 
into the Seca. There, the Guards of the Coaſt 
took him up, and carricd him, as one fled from 
Juſtice, before the Præfett of eAgypr, who now, 
more enrag'd, and judging Azrocomas a noto- 
rious Offender, commanded a Pile to be erected, 
and him to be burnt. Then, were all Things prc- 
par'd : The Pile rais'd near the Mouth of Nile, 
ABROCOMAS laid thereon, and the Fire put to 
it, Now had the Flames almoſt touch'd the Bo- 
dy, when he pray'd, as powerfully as poſlible, 
to be ſavd from inſtant Death: The Nile then 
immediately ſwell'd above his Panks, and the 
Waters overflowing the Place, quench'd the 
Flames. This Deliverance appear'd miraculous 
to all the Beholders, inſomuch, that they carric 
him once more before the Prefect of Agypt, de- 
claring what had happen'd; as allo the A ſliſtance 
which the Nile had given him. He was fſur- 
priz d at the Story, wherefore ordering ARO. 
coMas into ſafe Cuſtody, he commanded all 
Care to be taken of him, till he ſhould throughly 
learn the manner of his Lite, and why the Gods 
were ſo ſolicitous for his Safety. 


While he continued in Confinement, Ps au- 
us, Who had purchas'd AxnTaia, determin'd to 
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return Home, and accordingly, prepar'd every 
thing for his Journey. He muſt of Neceſlity pals 
through higher «Ag ypr, and eArhiopia, where 


HiepoTHnous, and his Crew, had poſted them 


lelves : Being every way well furniſh'd with Ca- 
mels and Aſſes, and Horſes bearing Burthens, and 
a great Quantity of Gold and Silver, with much 
Aparrel, he ſet forwards on his Journey, carrying 
ANTHIA along with him. She, leaving Alexandria, 
came to Memphis, where kneeling down before the 
Temple of Isis, ſhe pray'd thus, © O moſc be- 
« nificent of all Deities, hitherto have I preſerv'd 
«© my Chaſtity, and kept my Nuptial Vows, 
« while 1 was ſuppos'd ſacred to thee: Now I 
« go to India, a long Journey from Epheſus, 2 
long Journey alaſs ! from the Remains of my 
© ABROCOMAS: Either free me, a Wretch, 
© from this Slavery, and return me to my As Ro- 
c comas alive; or if the Fates have decreed us

* to die ſeparate, grant, at leaſt, that I may re- ; 


« main conſtant to him, even after his Death.” 
When ſhe had finiſh'd her Prayer, they proceed- 
ed in their Expedition, and arriv'd at Coptus, 
but aſcending the Mountains of AÆthiopia, were 
met by HieeroTrous, who having flain Psaw- 
M1s, and molt of his Servants, and ſeiz'd all the 
Money, took ANnTH1a Captive. He then caus'd 


all the Spoils to be brought together, and hid in | | 


a Cave hard by, which was commodious for that 
Purpoſe : 
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Purpoſe : AxTa1a entring therein, neither knew 


HieeorTHnovs, nor He her, and being acciden— 


tally ask'd who ſhe was, and of what Country, 


the difſembling, told them {he was an Aπ ian, 


and her Name MERMPUTITIS. 


While ſhe was in the Robber's Cave, the Fra- 
felt of egypt commanded AzRrocomas to be 
ſent for, and by a full Information of the whole 


Affair, underſtanding the Truth of the Story, 


he pitied his Misfortunes, order'd him Money, 
and promis'd to take Care he ſhould be convey 
fake to Epheſus. He return'd him hearty "Thanks 
for his Kindneſs, but beg'd that he would ſuffer 
him to ſearch for his AN THIA. Having therc- 
fore diſiniſs'd him, with large Preſents, he em- 
bark'd for Traly, with a full Reſolution to enquire 
tor her theie; and the Prefett of Ag ypr being 
well aſſur'd of the manner of Axaxus's Death, 
caus'd Cyxno to be apprehended and crucity'd. 


AN TIA, ſtill continuing in the Cave, one of 


the Robbers, Anchiatus by Name, who had 
the Charge of her, fell in Love with her. He 
accompanied HiproTawous from Syria, was a 
Laodicean by Birth, much eſtecm'd by his Maſter, 
and of great Account among the whole Crew 
He firſt endeavour'd to win her by fair Specches, 
and afterwards proceeded to harth Language, de- 
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ſiguing to requeſt her as a Gift from Hiero- 
ros; but ſhe was inflexible, and all his Hopes 
ineffectual, for neither the Cave, nor her Bonds, 
nor the threatning Robber, could alter her Reſo- 
lutions : She preſerv'd her ſelf for AB ROCCOMAsõ, 
tho ſhe ſuppos d him dead; and many Times, 
when ſhe could retire a little in ſecret, ſhe would 
cry out, * I am Wife to ABrRocomas alone, 
© even tho” I ſhould die for him, or ſuffer worle 
© Treatment than I have yet ſuffer d. How- 
ever ANCHIALUs's Malady continu'd to encreaſc, 
and the daily Sight of AN THA enflam'd him 
ſo much, that not able to bear it any longer, he 
reſoly'd to uſe Violence; and accordingly, on a 
certain Night, when Hieeornons, and his 
Companions, were abſent, he attack'd her, and 
endeavour'd to gain her by Force. She, ſo ſud- 
denly aſſaulted, without the leaſt Hæſitation, 
ſnatch'd up a drawn Sword, which lay at Hand, 
and, therewith, gave Ancniatrus a mortal 
Wound ; for while he ſtrove to embrace and kits 
her, and accordingly had thrown himſelf upon 


her, ſhe ſeiz'd the Sword, and ſheath'd it in his 


Breaſt. He ſuſfer'd, indeed, a juſt Puniſhment 
for his Luſt, but ſhe, terrify'd with the Sight, 
form'd many Reſolutions within herſelf One 
while, the thought of flaying her ſelf, but the 
iaint Hopes Jhe ſtill had of her Arrocomas, 
yrevenced her: Then, of making her Eſcape out 
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ol the Cave, but conſidering that would not a- 


vail her, as being deſtitute both of Neceſſaries, 
and a Guide, ſhe reſolv'd, at laſt, to ſtay, and 
fuffer whatever Puniſhment her God thought fit 
to inflict upon her. Tortur'd with a thouſand 
Anxieties of Mind, ſhe had no Reſt that Night, 
and as ſoon as the Dawn appear'd, Hippo- 
THOUs, and his Companions, entring the Cave, 
perceiv'd Axcniatus ſlain, and Ax THA near 
the Body. They gueſs'd the Fact, and, cxa- 
mining her, ſoon underſtood all. They took: 
the Matter heinouſly, and reſolv'd to revenge 
the Murther of their Aſſociate. Many kinds 
of Death were propos d: Some ſaid, ſhe ought 
to be ſlain, and her Body buried with AN ct 
ALUs: Others advis'd to cruciiy her. Hippo- 
THOUS, Vex'd for the Loſs of his Friend, con- 
triv'd a Puniſhment itil more dreadful. He or- 
der'd a large and deep Pit to be dug, and Ax- 
THIA to be caſt therein, with Two Dogs for her 
Companions ; that the, who had perpetrated fo 
black a Crime, might ſuffer a ſuitable Puniſh- 
ment. His Commands were obey'd, the Pit was 
dug, and AN TIA ler down. The Dogs were 
of the Ag yptian Breed, fierce, and dreadful to 
look at. After they were let down, huge Pieces 
of Timber were laid over it, and thoſe cover'd 
with Earth. This was not far from the Nile, 
and one App ouus was appointed to guard 

the 
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the Place. He, having long had a tender Re. 
ſpect for Ax THA, now pitty'd her the more; 
and being ſenſibly touch'd with her Miſery, 
firſt conſider d how it might be poſſible to pre- 
ſerve her alive, and unhurt by the Dogs: Where. 
fore, daily moving away ſome of the Timber: 
which cover'd the Pit, he let down Bread and 
Water to her, and entreated her to be of good 
Cheer. The Dogs thus fed, offer'd not to ſeiz: 
upon her, but, on the contrary, grew tame and 
tractable. She reflecting deeply on her preſent 
State, begun to ſigh and ſay, „ Alaſs! What a 
* Wretch am I ! What ſort of Puniſhment do | 
« now ſuffer: A Pit! a Dungeon! Dogs my 
“ Companions! whom, nevertheleſs, I find much 
© more merciful than the Thieves. All this, O 
«© my ABROcCOMas, I endure for thy Sake. 
© Thou waſt once in the like Miſery, for I left 
e thee in Bonds at Tyre : But if thou art yet 
* alive, I can conquer any thing. Who knows 
but it may be our Lot to enjoy each other ſtill 
* But if thou art dead, in vain do I endeavour to 
< preſerve Life; and in vain does my Guard, 
* whoever he be, pity my Misfortunes. Ha- 
ving thus faid, ſhe wept abundantly. Thus did 
ANTHIA remain confin'd, with Two Dogs, in a 
Pit; and Ampuinomus continu'd to comfort 
her daily, as alſo to mitigate the Fury of the 
Dogs, by affording them Subſiſtance. 
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ea RO COM AS, taking his 
OAT bs Leave of Ag ypt, could not 
A A Al l gain /aly, as he intended, be- 
Day. ©- cauſe his Ship was toſs'd by 
APD, e contrary Winds, and driven 
15 from her right Courſe : He 
therefore landed at Syracuſa, a fair and populous 
City of Sicily, and determin'd to travel round 
the Iſland, to enquire if he could hear any News 
of his AN THIA. Pe was receiy'd into the Houſe 
of a certain old Fiſherman, near the Shore, 
named EOCLIALZUSs, who was poor, and a Fo- 
reigner, He, nevertheleſs, entertain'd ABRO/- 

COMAS 
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comas hoſpitably, and freely fed him by the 
Produce of his Labour: He alſo lov'd him dearly, 
and call'd him his Son. They would, ſometimes, 
enter into ſerious Diſcourſe together, and when 
ABRocomas had told the Story of his Troubles 
his Ax TIA, his Love, and his Adventures 
A.G1alEvus alſo begun to relate his in the fol- 
towing Manner: 


«© Iam no Sicilian, my Son ArrROcOMAs, | 
c“ am not a Native of this Iſland, but a Lacede- 
© monian of Sparta, deſcended from Parents bleſs'd 
cc with Wealth and Honours there. In the 
« Bloom of my Youth, I loy'd a Maid of the 
« ſame City, whoſe Name was TREIXINOr, 
cc and ſhe return'd my Love. When the Vigils 
ce were ſolemniz d, we met together, and the 
4 Gods direfting us, enjoy d the Pleaſures we 
cc deſir d. We had many Meetings afterwards, 
c in private, where, by mutual Vows and Oaths, 
« we bound our ſelves, to be for ever true to 
&© each other, and that Death alone ſhould part 
© us. But ſome God envy'd me my Bliſs, for 
© I had ſcarce ſtil'd my ſelf Man, when my 
© TußTXINOE's Tarents promis'd her in Mar- 
© riage, to one AXDROCLES, an Inhabitant of 
« the ſame City, who alſo lov'd her. The 
Maid delay'd their Nuptials a long Time, by 
© various Excuſes, and at laſt, willing to be 
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ce eyer mine, conſented that we ſhould make our | 
« Eſcape from Lacedemon by Night, we there- 
ce fore habited our ſelves like Youths, and I cut 
«© off TAELXINOE's Locks, on her Marriage- [1 
« Night. Having thus left the City, we took 1 
* our Way thro' Argos to Corinth, and going ? 
*& on board a Veſſel there, ſail'd irto Sicily. 
& The Lacedemonians hearing of our Flight, con- 
e demn'd us to Death. Here, indeed, we have 
“ Jong ſtruggled with Want, but as we had the 
© dear Enjoyment of cach other's Converſe, we 
ce liv'd as comfortably as if we had rolld in Plen- 
: © ty. Fere alſo, not long ſince, my Tuzr x1- 
* Nor dy'd. Her Body is not bury'd; for I 
(„ keepit by me, and admire her, now ſhe is 
= « dead, little leſs than when ſhe was alive, 


| Having thus ſaid, he led An RnOcOMuAs into 
an inner Chamber, and ſhew'd him an old Wo- 
man, once beautiful, and Wife to Xorareus. 
Her Body was embalm'd after the Agyptian 
Manner, he being excellently skill'd in that Art; 
ec And this is She, ſaid he, my Son Azroco- 
© MAS, I talk to her as tho' ſhe were living; I 
* lay her by me, when I ſleep, or when I eat; 
© and if I return home, weary with Labour, 
e the Sight of her refreſhes me. But, O my 
Son, ſhe appears to me far different from what 
; ee ſhe now is: Her Idea is fix d in my Heart, as 
| E I once ſaw her at Lacedemon, at the Vigils, 
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& and in our Flight.“ Whilſt ECOCIALEVUsS was 
thus ſpeaking, ARO comas fetch d a deep Sigh, 
and ſaid, © O moſt unhappy AN THIA, when 
cc ſhall I find thee, even dead! The Body of 
© THhELxIiNOE is now the chief Conſolation of 
«© Xc1altus's Life; and by this I have learn'd, 
© that true Love is not to be detac'd by Age: 
cc J have already ſearch'd all Lands and Seas, 
& and cannot hear of thee. O unfortunate Pre- 
cc diftions! O Prnorsus! who gaveſt ſuch ri. 
cc gorous Reſponſes, now pity us, and let the 
“ Propheſies haſten to a Concluſion, ” 


In this mournful Manner did AB ROcOuA, 
ſpend his Time at Syracuſa, but EGAL RUS com- 
forted him, and taught him his Art. Hip po- 
THOUsS, Who was now at the Head of a Band 
of ſtout Robbers, determin'd to depart from 
eAthiopia, and attempt greater Exploits; for 
he was not contented to ſeize Travellers one by 
one, but he mult attack whole Towns and Vil- 
lages : Wherefore loading all his Spoils, where- 
of he had vaſt Plenty, upon Horſes and Camels, 
and quitting AÆthiopia, he, with his Crew, 
paſs'd thro* AÆgypt ta Alexandria, and had freſh 


Deſigns upon Phenicia and Syria, He now be- 


liev'd Ax ruh to be dead; but Ampninowus, 
whom he had appointed to watch the Pit, where- 
in the was enclos'd, giving Way to Love, and 
not enduring to be torn from that dear Maid, 


whom | 
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whom he ſo highly priz'd ; and being, beſides, 
fearful of ſome impending Miſchief, deſerted 
from Hipporyuous, as many of his Compani- 
ons had done before, and conceal'd himſelf in a 
Cave, where he alſo convey'd all the Proviſions 
he had gather'd together. Hippornovs's Crew 
entring a Village by Night, nam'd Arrins, with 
Deſign to plunder it, Ameninomus open'd the 
Pit, and brought forth his AN TIA: He exhort- 
ed her to be of good Courage, and while ſhe {till 
remain'd fearful, and ſuſpicious, he twore by the 
Sud, and the reſt of the Agyptian Deities, that 
ſhe ſhould preſerve her ſelf pure, and that he 


would not oblige her, even to Marriage, with- 


out her free Conſent. She, relying on his Oath, 
follow'd him, and the Dogs were their faithful 
Companions. When they reach'd Copriz, they 
deſign'd to tarry there, ſome Days, *till Hipp O- 
THOUS was march'd further off, taking Care, in 
the mean Time, that ſuch watchfnl Guards as 
their Dogs were, ſhould not want a due and ne- 
ceſſary Support. 


When Hip porous came to Arrius, he flew 
many of the Inhabitants; and ſetting Fire to their 
Houſes, departed, not the Way he deſign'd, but 
down the Nile: For the Inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring Towns gathering together, embark d in 
their Boats, and ſaid to Schedia * * and again 
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going on board, fell down the Stream a confide- 
rable Way, and then leaving it, march'd, by 
Land, thro? the reſt of eAgypt. So ſoon as the 
Præfect of eAgypt was throughly inform'd of 
what had happen'd at Arrius, and that Hip po- 
THOUs, and his Crew, had left eAthiopia ;, he 
Tais'd a great Force, appointing one Por vis, 
a Youth of elegant Form, and of a bold and en- 
terprizing Soul, to be their Captain. He accept- 
ing the Charge, met Hip pOrTH¹Ous at Peluſium, 
and there, near the Banks of the River, a ſharp 
Battle enſued ; great Numbers fell on both Sides, 
and when Night came on, the Robbers betaking 
themſelves to Flight, were purſued, and many 
of them were flain by the Soldiers, and many 
taken Priſoners : Hiprorhous alone, caſting 
away his Armour, eſcap'd, by Favour of the 
Night, to Alexandria, When he came there, 
he enter'd privately on board a Ship, and wa, 
very deſirous to ſee Sicily; becauſe there, he ima- 
gin'd, he might not only remain conceal'd, but 
alſo procure ſtore of all Neceffaries, for he had 


heard that Sicily was a large and plentiful Iſland. 


Porripos thought it not ſufficient to have 
overcome that Band of Robbers, but he was re- 


foly'd to make a thorough Search, and entirely | 


to rout them out of eg ypr ; for he preſum'd he 
Mould either meet with Hippornovs, or ſome 
af his Crew: And accordingly, with a Party of 
his own Forces, and ſome Captives, whom he 
made uſa of to diſcover their Companions, he 
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fuld up the Nile, ſearch'd all the Towns he 
paſs'd through, and defign'd to penetrate as far 
as Æthiopia. Arriving at Coptus, where Au 
PHINOMUS, with Ax rut, lay hid; the Spies 
faw him, knew him, and gave Polis Intel- 
ligence. He was ſeiz'd, and, on his Examina- 
tion, confels'd the whole Story concerning AN- 
+tH1a, Who being ſent for, ſhe was ask d who ſhe 
was, and of what Country ? She conceal'd the 
Truth, and only acquainted him, that ſhe was 
an Agyptian, lately taken by the Robbers. Po- 
LYiÞus had ſcarce made an end of asking her 
Queſtions, before he was violently inflam'd with 
her Charms; and, notwithſtanding he had a 
Wife at Alexandria, he endeavour'd, by ſoft 
Words, and large Promiles, to gain her Aſlecti- 
ons. They then departed for Alexandria, and 
taking Memphis in his Way, he there attempted 
to ule Violence. She, as ſoon as ſhe found a fit 
Opportunity, broke away from him, and enter*d 
the Temple of 1515, where proſtrating her ſelt, 
ce Thou, O Goddeſs of Apt, ſays the, ohice 
* more preſerve the Wretch, whom thou haſt 
ce often ſay'd; and let Polt us, for thy Sake, 
e ſpare me, who have, hitherto, kept my Vows 
* of Chaſtity to Apgzocomas.” Poryrpus, 
ſtruck with the Fear of the Goddeſs, the Love 
of ANTHia, and a generous Commileration of 
her Sufferings, approach'd the Tem ple of the 
SUN, and there twore neyer to atrempt to gain 
Her 
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her by Force, or offer any further Injury to het, 
but that ſhe ſhould live chaſte as long as ſhe 
pleas d. He, at the ſame time, proteſted that 
he deem'd it ſufficient Happineſs, to be allow'd 
the Freedom of ſeeing her, and diſcourſing fas 
miliarly with her, 


AnrTu1a giving Credit to his Oaths, came 
forth, and as they had purpoſed to tarry Three 
Days at Memphis, to provide themſelves with 
Neceſſaries, ſhe took that Opportunity to viſit 
the Temple of Apts, the moſt ſumptuous Fa- 
brick in egypt. That God gave Anſivers to all 
Queriſts, for whoever addreſs'd the Deity, en- 
ter d the Temple, and the Ag yprians, the 
Keepers thereof, ſometimes in Proſe, and ſome- 
times in Verſe, declar'd future Contingencies: 


ANTHIA approaching, proſtrated her If, and 


faid, © O God, favourable to Mankind! and, 
& above all others, compaſſionate to Strangers ! 
ce Pity me the moſt unfortunate of Women, 
& and return me a true Anſwer concerning my 
© ARBROCOMuAS. If indeed, I am ever hence- 
« forth to ſee, or enjoy him as a Husband, I 
& ſhall live and hope, but if he be dead, tis 
ce much better for me to reſign this uncomfort- 
te able Life.” Having thus ſaid, ſhe burſt into 
Tears, and departed. In the mean Time, the 
Boys playing round the Temple, cry'd out, with 
a loud Voice, © AN THA ſhall ſoon enjoy her 
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& Husband ABROCOMAS. At which Words, 
her Courage return'd, ſhe thank d the God, and 
forthwith proceeded on her Journey to Alexan, 
aria. 


The Wife of PorLyipus hearing that her 
Husband was about to bring home a favourite 
Maid, and fearing left the Stranger ſhould have 
the Preference, meditated, within her own 
Breaſt, how to be reveng'd on her, who ſeem'd 
to threaten the ſharing of her Nuptial Joys. 
In the mean Time, Pol vipus having given the 
Prefet# of Agypt an Account of his Succeſs, 
continued to trace out the Remains of thoſe 
Diſturbers of the Empire ; and, during his Ab- 
ſence, his Wife Ryuenza calling for AN THIA, 
who was then in the Houſe, rent her Garmeats, 
and beat and abus'd her, crying out, © O wicked 
« Woman! the Diſturber af my Marriage Joys, 
© in vain does PoLyipus eſteem thee fair. 
* This Beauty af thine is of little Uſe to thee, 
© unleſs to procure thee gentler Treatment 
« among the Thieves, or a Night's Lodging 
& with ſome recling Debauchee; but Rauznz a's 
«© Bed ſhall not be thus ſhamefully abus'd. ? 
Having thus ſaid, ſhe cut off her Locks, bound 
her, and deliver'd her to a truſty Servant of hers, 
nam'd CLyTus, with orders to tranſport her to 
Italy, and there fell her to a Bawd, for, by that 
Means, adds ſhe, “ You, who are ſo beautiful, 

may 
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« may ſatisfy your Luſt.” AN TA, drown'd 
in Tears, was led away by CLyTtus, crying out, 
as the went, with a mournful Voice, * O un- 
© happy Beauty, ever prejudicial to its Poſſeſſor, 
© why haſt thou involv'd me in fo many Miſ- 
& chiefs ? Were not the Bonds, the Murder, the 
«© Tomb, and the Thieves, Puniſhments enough, 
& but I muſt be condemn'd to a Stews? And ſhall 
& my Chaſtity, ſo long preſerv'd for AB RO co“ 
c Mas's ſake, be, at laſt, expos'd to a publick 
& Brothel ? O my Lord Ciyrus, cry'd ſhe, 
ce falling at his Feet, hurry me not away to that 
& deteſtable Place, but rather ſlay me thy ſelf ; 
© I ſhall never own a Bawd for my Miſtreſs, ha- 
cc ving always had a Diſpofition to Virtue. * 
CLyrusliften'd to her Complaint, and pitied her, 
but durſt not d. bey his Miſtreſs's Orders. Af, 
ter ſhe was diſpatch'd into Italy, Poryibus re- 
turning home, was told by his Wife, that AN- 
1UIA was fled, which he, conſidering how Mat- 
ters might ſtand, eaſily believ d. Ax THIA was 
carried to Tarentum, a City of Italy, where CI r- 
Tus, purſuant to RuxN x a's Directions, ſold her 
to a Bawd, who gazing on her Features, and ad- 
miring them, as having never ſeen the like before, 
imagin'd ſhe ſhould make a prodigious Advan- 
tage of her; She therefore allow'd her three 
Days, as well to recover her Spirits, loſt by the 
Fatigue of the Voyage, as to be cur'd of the 
Blows which Raex za had given her. 
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As ſoon as Cryrtus return'd to Alexandria, 
he certify'd RUEN XA of what he had done. 
HieroTHous, in the mean time, landed in S- 
cily, not at Syracuſa, but at Tauromenium, and was 
much ftraiten'd, at firſt, for Subſiſtance. When 
AzRocomas had tarried a long time at Syracuſa, 
he fell into great Grief and Anguiſh, becauſe he 
could neither find his Ax THIA, nor ſo much as 
procure a ſafe Paſſage home. He therefore pur- 
pos'd to pals over from Sicily to Italy, deſigning, 
if he could hear no News of her there, to under- 
take a mournful Voyage to Epheſus, Their Pa- 
rents, and all the Epheſians, had been long troubled 
for them, and having receiv'd neither Letter, nor 
Meſſage, ſince their Departure, ſent every where 
about, to enquire after them ; and, at laſt, un- 
able to bear the Burthen of their Sorrows, and 
old Age, any longer, they voluntarily put àn 
End to their Miſeries, and their Lives together. 


Whilſt Azxocomas travell'd into Italy, LE u- 
con and RHopa, once Servants to him and AN- 
HA, (their Maſter XaxTHvus being dead, and ha- 
ving left them large Poſſeſſions) determin'd to re- 
turn home, as if their former Maſter and Miſtreſs 
had been ſafe, for they thought, that themſelves 
had ſuffer d Plagues enough: All Things being, 
therefore, provided, they embark'd for Epheſus, and 
after a few Days failing, arriv'd at Rhodes, where 
being aſſur'd, that ABROCOMAS and ANxTHIA 
M were 
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were not ſafe, and their Parents dead, they de. 
ferr'd their intended Voyage a while, till they 
ſhould hear ſome further News concerning them. 


TheBawd, who had purchas'd Ax TIA, forc'd 
her to ſtand before her Door, in rich Habit 
ſhining with Gold ; but when ſhe was thus led 
forth, ſhe cry'd out with a loud Voice, © Alas, 
© Wretch that I am ! Were not my paſt Miſeries 
{© ſufficient, the Chains and the Thieves, but that 
« my Body muſt now be let out to hire. O Beau- 
© ty, juſtly deſtruttive, why ſhouldſt thou remain 
© ſo unſeaſonably with me? But wheretore do! 
© ſpend my Time thus in weeping, and do not 
ce rather contrive ſome Means to preſerve my 
« Chaſtity.” When ſhe had vented her Griet, 
ſhe was led back into the Bawd's Houſe, who 
ſometimes bid her take Courage, and at other 
times threaten'd her. When ſhe ſtood thus be- 
fore the Door, a Multitude of Admirers crowded 
round her, many of whom were ready to pur- 
chaſe their Pleaſure at any Rate, but ſhe finding 
her ſelf involv'd in unſpeakable Miſery, at laſt, 
contriv'd a Way of avoiding them, and accord- 
ingly ſunk down to the Earth, all at once ; 
her Nerves were relax'd, her Body enfeebled, and 
the counterteited that Diſeaſe which is nam'd 
the Divine. All the Company then preſent, ſeiz d 
with Pity, or Fear, forgot their former Flames, 
and proffer'd her their Aſſiſtance, The Bavd 
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dreading this Accident, and believing her to be 

really ſick, carried her into the Houle to repoſe, 

and recover her Health: As hon as ſhie came a 

little to her {eii, ſhe begun to enquire into the 

Cauſe of her Diſtemper. She reply'd, * I had 

© told you of this Malady of mine before, and 

ce whatever has happen'd on that Account, but 

«© Modeſty then oblig'd me to Silence; but as 

© you are now acquainted with this, I ſhall not 

cc he aſham'd to relate them. Know then, that 

cc while I was a Child, at a ſolemn Proceſſion, 
«on the Vigils of a Feſtival, I chanc'd to ſtray 
« from my Companions, and came to the Tomb 
cc of a Perſon lately interr'd, when a certain Man 
ce leaping out from behind the Tomb, endea- 
« vour'd to lay hold of me: I ſhriek d out aloud, 
& and fled. His Aſpett territy'd me, but much 
© more his rough and hollow Voice. The Dawn, 
ce at laſt, appear'd, when he ſuffer'd me to eſcape, 
te but before he left me, he ſtruck me on the 
& Breſt, and told me he had given me this Dil- 
c eaſe. The Malady forthwith ſeiz'd me, and 
{© has ever ſince tortur'd me ſeveral Ways, but 
<« 1 beſeech you, O my Miſtreſs, continu'd the, 
ce be not offended at me for what is not my 
« Crime, for you may {till diſpoſe of me, with- 
« out Loſs.” The Bawd was griev'd at this, but 
had nothing to accuſe her with, becauſe her 
Sufferings were againſt her Will. 


M 2 While 
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While ſhe lay ſick at the Bawd's Houſe, AB Ro- 
COMAS, leaving Sicily, came to Nuceria, a City 
of 1raly, and was much at a Loſs how to procure 
the common Neceſſaries of Life; his firſt 
Thoughts were, however, employ'd about his A x- 
THA, the Care of his Life, and the Cauſe of his 
wandring. When he ſucceeded not in his Search 
after her, he hir'd himſelf to work among the 
Stone-Cutters, a hard Task to a Body unaccu- 
ſtom'd to long or heavy Labour; Wearied with 
Toil, he would often deplore his Condition, 
& Lo, my AN THIA, would he ſay, here is your 
«© ABROCOMAS a Servant to a moſt laborious 
© Bufinels ! Now have I fold my Body into Sla- 
cc very indeed, but if I could have any Hope of 
« finding thee, and ſpending the laſt Part of my 
& Life with thee, that would be my chief Com- 
« fort: Now do l, a Wretch, macerate my felt 
© with vain and unprofitable Drudgery, while 
© you are, in ſome Place or other, dying with 
« Deſire to ſee me; for, my deareſt AN THIA, I 
ce can never believe, that even Death it ſelf can 
entirely blot me out of your Remembrance. ”

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Thus did he pour forth his Complaints, and groan 
beneath the Weight of his hard Labour, while 
he was preſent to his AnTura, at Tarentum, in a 
Dream; She ſeem'd to be in the ſame Bed with 
him, a beautiful Nymph with a beautiful Youth, 
and ſhe thought, that was the firſt Moment

of their mutual Embraces : Then a certain come- 
ly Woman ſeem d to ſnatch her Lover out of her 
Arms, whereat ſhe cry'd out, and calling on 
tim by Name, awoke. Ariſing ftraight, and 
imagining her Dream to be real, the wept, and 
ſaid, © Alas, Wretch that ] am ! 1 ſuffer Toils 
« and Miſeries of all kinds, and ſtudy all means 
cc to ſecure my Chaſtity, whilit thou, my AER O- 
cc comas, art, perhaps, captivated with ano- 
« ther's Charms, as my Dream ſeems to denote ; 
* Whv do TI therefore live? Why do 1 torment 
« my ſelf ? tis more deſirable, ſure, to die, and 
« free my ſelf, at once, from an unhappy Life, 
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T'hus did he continue her Complaints, weep- 
ing, and ſonght to flay her ſelf. In the mein 
time, HippoTaors, the Terinthian, having, for 
ſome Time, about d under great Dithculties at 
Tauroume nian, married à rich old Woman at laſt, 
lord him to Diſtraction, and ihe dying ſoon 
after, left him Maſter cf all her Subiſtancc. A 
great Number 07 Servant, ſtore of choice Gar- 
ments, and a plentiful and magnificent Rouſhold 
Furniture was there, whereupon he reſolv'd to 
ſail over into Italy, and purchaic Slaves of excel- 
lent Form and Features, and procure other 
Things ſuitable to his State. He now remem- 
ber'd Azxocomas, and wiſh'd to find him, 
thinking it would add to his Happineſs, if he 

could 
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could make him a Partner in his Lite and Riches. 
He accordingly paſs'd into Italy, and only one 


beautiful and agreeable Servant, nam'd CIIs- 


THENES, follow'd him out of Sicily, his faithful 
Companion, and ſharer of all his Fortunes. 


When the Bawd perceiv'd AN THA fully reco- 
ver'd, ſhe brought her to Market, and offer'd her 
to Sale, at which time Hippo oUs happening 
to arrive at Tarentum, in ſearch of ſome beautiful 
Purchaſe, faw, and knew her : He was mightily 
ſurpriz d at the Sight, and a Thouſand Thoughts 
perplex'd his Mind. © Is not this, faid he, the 
« fame Maid whom 1 once {ſhut up with two 
« Dogs in a Pit in Ag ypt, to revenge the Death 
« of Axchisrus? What a Change is this ? 
ce How was 1he fav'd ? How could ſhe eſcape out 
« of the Pit? What an unexpected Deliverance 
e has here been? Thus ſay ing, and approach. 
ing nearer, to buy her, he ask d her © Doſt thou 
«© not know eAgypt, my Maid? Walt thou not, 
ec there, ſeiz'd by Robbers? Didſt thou not, there, 
cc ſutfer much Hardſhip ? Reſolve me, I entreat 
* you, for 1 fancy I have ſcen you there.“ She 
hearing eg ypt nam'd, and remembring Ax chi- 
alus, the Robbers, and the Pit, ſigh'd and 
groan'd, and look'd upon Hypo Or s, but 
could not call him to Mind: At lait, ſhe reply'd, 
« Many Things, and grievous, O Stranger, 
© whoever thou art, did I endure in Agypt, 
ce where 
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* where | was taken by Robbers : But tell me, 1 
e beſeech you, how you came to the Knowledge 
of me, and my Miſeries? I have, indeed, un- 
ce dergone many ſingular and noted Hardſhips, 
tc but cannot remember your Face.” Hippo- 
nous hearing this, and being now fully aſſur'd 
who ſhe was, without more Words, bought her 
of the Bawd, led her Home, bid her take Cou- 
rage, told her his Name, what had befallen him 
in eAgypt, his Flight, and his Riches. She then 
beg'd he would forgive her former Crime, and 
confe(s'd, that ANncnuiatus was ſlain by her 
Hand, while he offer'd to violate her Chaſtity. 
She alſo told him the Story of the Pit, and of | 
AupHINOuus; the mildneſs of the Dogs, and 
the Manner of her Etcape. He had Compaſſion 
upon her, and enquir'd no further, but by his 
daily Converſe with her, begun to be in Love, 
He endeavour'd to gain her by large Promiſes, 
which ſhe, at firſt, retus'd to accept, pretending 
the was not worthy to aſcend her Maſter's Bed, 
but, at laſt, when he begun to be inpatient of 
Delay, and nothing elſe would ſatisfy him, and 
the deem'd it better to diſcloſe all, even her molt 
ſecret Thoughts, than forfeir her Vows to her 
Lover, told him the whole Truth concerning 
Azkrocomas, and Yhe Fpheſian Phylician, her 
Love, her Oath, and her Misfortunes, now and 
then ſighing for a Sight of him. HipporTnous 
no ſooner underſtood that ſhe was A x T1141 a, Wife 
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to his chief Friend, but he embrac'd her, and de- 
firing her to be of good Cheer, gave her a full 
Relation of his Friendſhip with A ROC OMAS: Ee 
then treated her courtcouſly, for her Husband's 


fake, and refoly'd to ſearch every where, if poſſi- 
ble, to find him out. 


AzrRrocomas, at firſt, earn'd his Bread, by hard 
Labour, at Nuceria, but at laſt, no longer able to 
endure it, he purpos'd to embark on board a Veiſel, 
and fail for Fpheſus, and accordingly, coming tothe 
Sea-thore by Night, and having procur'd a Ship, 
he ſail'd back into Sicily, deſigning to touch at 
Crete, Cyprus, and Rhodes, and, at laſt, to reach 
Epheſus: He allo hop'd, that in fo long a Voyage, 


He might hear ſome News of his AN THA: With 


a ſlender Store, therefore, by a ſhort run, he gain'd 


Sicily, where finding his old Hoſt Xc1ateus 


dead, he periorm'd Funeral Rites for him, and 
wept over him: Then again ſetting Sail, and paſ- 
ſing by Crete, he arriv'd at Cyprus, where tarrying 
ſome Days, and offering up his Prayers to the 
Cyprian Goddeſs, he looſed from thence, and pro- 
ceeded to Rhodes, and came to an Anchor near 
the Haven; and being now not far diſtant from 
Epheſis, the Thoughts of all his former Loſſes 
attack'd him afreſh, his Country, his Parents, his 
ANnTH14a, his Companions ; and fetching a deep 
Sigh, „O what a Misfortune is this, ſaid he, I 


ce ſhall return to Epheſus alone, and my Parents 
& will 
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« will behold me without my AxTwia: I ſhall 
« make a fruitleſs Expedition, and relate Adven- 
« tures, perhaps, hardly credible, having no Wit- 
« neſs of what I have ſuffer'd : But take Courage, 
«© ABROCOMas, and when you have arriv'd at 
« Epheſus, live, till you have erected a Tomb for 
« her, ſhed Tears for her, and perform'd her Fune- 
* neral Rites, and then convey thy ſelf to her. F 
Having thus ſaid, full of Cares, he enter'd the City 
of Rhodes, without knowing where he ihould ask for 
his AnTH1a, or how he ſhoul receive Suſtinence. 


F.xvcon and Rropa, during their Stay at 
Rhodes, offer d up their Gitts in the Temple of the 
Sud, near the Golden Armour formerly plac'd 
there, by AB ROCOMASs and AN THIA: They alto 
affix d an Inſcription, containing their Names in 
Letters of Gold; neither were their own Names 
wanting, as Preſenters. When Azrocomas fell 
upon this Inſcription by Accident (for he came to 
offer up his Prayers to the God) and read it, he 
perceiv'd the Good-will of his Servants, and caſt- 
ing his Eye upon the Armour not far off, he ſtood 
by them, and ſighing, ſaid, “ Alas, how ſtrangely 
© unfortunate am I, even to the laſt Verge of Life! 


* This Inſcription, wherein both our Names are 


ee mention'd, is plac'd here by our Companions, 
© What {hall I do here alone? Where ſhall I ſind 
ce out thoſe whom I hold ſo dear? Whilſt he 
was thus ſpeaking, with Tears in his Eyes, L Au- 
con and Ryopa approach'd to offer up their 

N Prayers: 
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Prayers, according to Cuſtom. They then ſaw 
AzRocomas ſtanding by the Inſcription, with 
his Eyes fix'd on the Armour, and not knowing 
the Reaſon, were aſtoniſh'd why any Perſon ſhould 
gaze 10 intenſly on another's Gifts : And Leu- 
co, at laſt, ask'd him, © What can induce thee, 
« O Youth, to mourn at the Sight of Gifts which 
ce nothing concern thee? What are theſe to thee ? 
cc How can the Names there inſcrib'd, affect 
ce thee?” Aprrocomas reply'd, © Mine, mine 
& arc the Gifts of Leucon and Ryopa, whom, 
© unhappy Man, that I am, I nevertheleſs hope 
ce to ſee with my AN THIA. 


They were aſtoniſh'd at their hearing this, and 


knowing him, as well by his Voice and Habit, as 
by his Words, and the mention he made of A x- 
THIa, they both proſtrated themſelves before him, 
and related all that had happen'd to them, their 
Journey from Tyre into Syria, ManTo's Wrath, 
their being deliver'd up and fold, their Paſſage 
into Lycia, their Maſter's Death, their Riches, and 
Return to Rhodes. They then conducted him to 
the Houſe where they dwelt, and gave him what- 
ever he deſir d; they attended him with the ut- 
moſt Diligence, and exhorted him to reaſſume his 
Courage, but nothing could aſſwage his Grief for 
the Loſs of his AN THIA, whoſe Abſence he con- 
tinually lamented. 


While 
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While he tarried with his Companions at 
Rhodes, deliberating what they ſhould do, Hip- 
rorhous came to a Reſolution to carry AN THA 
over from Italy to Epheſus, and reſtore her to her 
Parents ; where, he alſo hop'd to hear ſome News 
of AB8R0c0Mas, wherefore having put his whole 
Subſtance on board a great Ship, he ſet fail with 
ANTH14, and by a favourable Gale, in a ſhort 
Time, arriving at Rhodes by Night, took up their 
Lodgings at the Houſe of an old Woman near the 
Shore, named AL THA. They continued there 
that Night, deſigning, as ſoon as the Dawn ap- 
pear d, to proceed on their Voyage, but the next 
Day was a Feſtival dedicated to the Su, and ce- 
lebrated, by the Rhodians, with the utmoſt publick 
Magnificence, the Pomp, the Sacrifices, and the 
Concourſe of the Citizens, being exceeding great. 
Lzeucon and Ryopa were then preſent, not ſo 
much to partake of the publick Joy, as to enquire 
if any could give them Intelligence of Ax THA. 
When Hiprornous enter'd the Temple, and led 
her in: She fixing her Eyes on the Gifts, and re- 
membring former Accidents, © O Su vx, ſays ſhe, 
© who regardeſt all human Affairs, and only 
ce ſlighteſt me, a Wretch : When I was here be- 
ce fore, I pay'd my Adoration to thee joyfully, 
« and offer'd Sacrifice with my ABROcoMAs, 
ec and then I was happy indeed. Now my Free- 
ce dom is chang'd into Slavery, and my happy 
&« Liberty into miſerable Captivity : I ſhall return 
&« to Epheſus alone, and ſhew my ſelf to my Pa- 
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te rents without my AzrRocomas.” Thus ſh 
continu'd her E xpoſtulations, weeping, and then 
intreated HierroTHous to ſuffer her to cut off 
Part of her Hair, and offer it up to the S ux, with 
her Prayers for her Husband. He conſented, and 
ſhe accordingly cut off as much as ſhe could, and 
taking a fit Opportunity, when none were preſent, 
offer'd 1t, with an Inſcription : For the Safety of 
her Husband AzRocoMas, ANTHIA dedicates this 
Gift to Cod: Which done, and her Prayers fi- 
niſh'd, ſhe departed with HipeoTHous. 


LEV co and Ruopa, who attended the Tri- 
vmph of the Day, no {ooner enter'd the Temple, 
than caſting their Eyes upon this Gift, and, well 
knowing whole it was, they kiß'd it, and wept, 
as if ſhe her ſelf had been preſent ; and they af- 
terwards enquir'd every where, to ſee, if it were 
poſſible, to find her, for all the Rhodians remem- 
ber'd their Names, from the Time of their firſt 
landing there. Hearing no News of her, that Day, 
they departed home, to acquaint Axrocomas 
with what they had ſeen in the Temple. He could 
hardly be induc'd to believe a Thing 16 ſtrange, 
and ſo ſudden; however, he had now freſh Hopes 
of recovering her, The following Day, the Sea 
being boiſterous, and too dangerous to truſt to, 
AnTHia again attended HIPPOTHOus to the 
Temple, and looking on the Gifts, figh'd and 
wept, when LR cox and Ryona enter'd. They 
had left ABnOcOMuAs at home, (for his Mind was 
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too violently agitated, by the News he had heard, 
to venture Abroad) As ſoon as they ſaw AN- 
THI1A, Whom they did not yet know, but by Con- 
jectures from particular Hints, her Love, her 
Tears, her Gift, her Name, her Form; they con- 
cluded it could be none but ſhe, and falling down 
at her Feet, were ſtruck dumb with Amazement. 
She was no leſs {urpriz'd, whom they ſhould be, 
or waat they could mean; for the never expected 
to ſce Lx co and Ryopa there. They, when 
their Spirits return'd, cry*d out, © We are your 
* Servants, Lzucon and Ryopa, who begun 
ce the Voyage with you, and who were taken by 
Puy rates along with you. But what good For- 
tune convey'd you hither ? Cheer up your 
Heart, your Azxocomas is ſafe in this City, 


4 and a conſtant Mourner becauſè of your Ab-

ſence.” Au rua was immediately {truck with 
the News, and ſcarce recovering her ſelf, acknow- 
ledg'd, ſaluted, and cmbrac'd them, and receiv'd 
full Information of every Thing relating to him. 


A great Concourie of the Rhodians came toge- 
ther, when they heard that AN THA was found 
* X. ABROCOMAS run thro' the City like one 
diſtracted, calling upon her, inceſſantly, by Name, 
and, at laſt, found her before the Temple of Isis, 
where many of the Citizens were preſent. The 
Moment they met, they knew cach other, by a 


kind of mutual Sympathy of Souls, and after 
ſome

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ſome embracing, proſtrated themſelves to the 
Earth. All the various Paſſions and Affections 
of the Mind, now ſeiz'd them at once, Pleaſure, 
Grief, Dread, the Memory of paſt Accidents, and 
the Fear of future Contingencies. The common 
People, by loud Acclamations, proclaim'd this a 
joyful and happy Meeting, and invocated the 
Goddeſs Is1s, ſaying, © Lo! we now, once more, 
ec behold ABRocomas and AN THIA, ſo renown'd 
cc for Beauty.” They, as ſoon as their Strength 
return'd, aroſe, and ent'ring the Temple, deliver'd 
themſelves in this Manner: © To thee, O ſu- 
© preme Goddeſs, to Thee we give Thanks for 
© our preſent Safety; O thou for ever worthy 
c of Adoration, receive our gratetul Acknow- 
cc ledgements!” They then proftrated themſelves 
at the Grove, and bow'd down before the Altar j 


and being afterwards conducted home to LE. 


cox's Houle, where HirporHous allo reſided, 
they begun to make Preparations for their Voy- 
age to Epheſus. 


While they reclin'd at the Banquet, provided 
for thatSolemnity ; many and various were their 
Diſcourſes, concerning what every one had done 
or ſuſfer'd, in which they ſpent the Time of the 
Entertainment. When Night came on, they with- 
drew to Reſt, each as they defir'd, LR U co with 
Rnopa, HieeoTHoOUs With a beautiful Youth, 
named CL1STHENES, Who had accompanied him 


from Sicily, and AnTria with ABrRocomas.

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When deep Sleep had lock'd up the Senſes of all 
the reſt, and a protound Silence reign'd every 
where, AN ru embracing her Agrocomas, 
wept, and ſaid, © O my dear Spoule and Lord, 
« have I, at laſt, receiv'd you into thele Arms 
ce again, after I have undergone ſo many Dan- 
ce gers by Land and Sea; after I have eſcap'd the 
© Threats of Robbers, the Treachery of Pirates, 
ce the Injury of Bawds, Chains, Dungeons, Poi- 
« fon, and the Tomb? Iam ſtill the ſame, my 
* ABROCOMAS, as when I was torn from Thee 
© at Tyre, and hurried into Syria : None could 
4 prevail upon me to be falſe to thee, not M. x- 
© RIS in Syria, not PERILAUS in Glicia, not 
ce PsaMMts, nor Pol vipus in eAgypr, not Ax- 
© CHIALUS in AÆAthiopia, nor my old Miſtreſs at 
ce Tarentum. I contriv'd all Means imaginable to 
« keep my {elf chaſte for thy Sake: And haſt 
ce thou, my Azxocomas, ſtill preſerv'd thy 
© Vows ? Did ever any Woman appear more 
© beautiful, in thy Eyes, than thy AN rA? 
£ Did none endeavour to tempt thee to be for- 
« getful of thy Oath and me? Thus ſaying, 
ſhe ever and anon kiſsd him, and he reply'd, 
« To thee I ſwear, by this long defir'd, but 
& ſcarce expected Day, that ſince our parting, no 
“ Charms have ever attracted my Eyes, nor any 
C Woman, whom I have ſeen, plcas'd me: 
«© Wherefore, now receive your ARO Ons 
ce pure and unſpotted, as you leſt him in Bonds 
& at Tyre.” The whole Night was ſpent in Sto- 


ries 
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ries of their Sufferings, which each readily be- 
liev'd, becauſe the Truth of them was what they 
moſt defir d. 


When it was Day, they embark'd, and all 
Things being ready, they departed ; the whole 
Multitude of the Rhodians attending them to the 
Shore, but HieporTuous only follow'd them, 
carrying CLiSTHENES, and his Subſtance along 
with him: In a few Days they arriv'd at Fpheſus. 
The whole City had already heard of their Safe- 
ty, and waited their Approach. When they 
gain'd the Shore, they immediately, in the ſame 
Habit they then wore, enter'd the Temple of D1- 
ana Many Prayers were then offer'd, many Sa- 
crifices ſlam, and many Gifts preſented to the 
Goddeſs, mark'd with Inſcriptions of what they 
had done or ſuffer'd. Theſe were no ſooner per- 
form'd, than they return'd into the City, and 
rear'd ſumptuous Monuments for their Parents, 
whom they tound dead, either by old Age, or 
Anguiſh of Heart. The remaining part of their 
Lives was one continued Scene of Joy; every Day 
relembling a Feſtival. To L:vcon and Rnop a, 
their Companions, all their Goods were common; 
and Hiyrorhous reſolv'd to ſpend the reſt of 
his Days there; wherefore, having erected a ſtate- 
ly Tomb for HYperaNTHE; in the Iſland Lesbos: 
He adopted CLisrnenes his Son, and liv'd at 
Epheſus, with ABRocomas and ANTHI a.
